Law and order 


IHE MOST astounding statement 

io come out of the entire Dolores 

Huerta controversy may well be 
the comment in the Examiner’s editorial 
of Tuesday, March 14th. 

Check it out: 

“Huerta appears to be neither a total 
victim nor a perpetrator, but someone 
who, out of zeal, may have placed 
herself unwittingly in harm’s way.”” 

The Examiner likes to fancy itself a 
Law and Order newspaper (as in WE 
make the laws, YOU take the orders). 
But in this case, the editorial writers may 
have, out of zeal, made themselves unwit- 
tingly into the horses’ asses of the year. 

Let us not beat around the bush: 
Somebody wielding a riot club beat an 
unarmed 58-year-old woman so badly 
Sept. 14th that she had to have her 
spleen removed. KRON videotapes 
show a police officer wielding precisely 
such a device and swinging it repeatedly 
in the direction of Huerta’s spleen. 

The tapes, the police chief is quick to 
point out, don’t actually show Officer 
Frank Achim’s “‘baton’’ striking 
Huerta, although they do show her 
doubling over in pain at the precise 
moment the club swinging in her direc- 
tion would seem to have hit her. The 
chief also insists that the officers 
involved in the incident were using 
proper crowd control techniques. 

The point is fairly simple — and inmy 
mind, quite obvious: If no police officer 
did anything wrong Sept. 14th, then no 
demonstrator exercising his or her First 
Amendment rights is safe on the streets 
of San Francisco today. And if the 
mayor, the police chief, four police 
commissioners and the San Francisco 
Examiner don’t realize that, then 
something is terribly wrong. 

On page 8, we’ve printed excerpts 
from the statement of Police Commis- 
sioner Jose Medina, the one member of 
that agency who has refused to accept the 
political fix on the Huerta case. He 
critcizes not only the department’s 
handling of the incident but also the com- 
mission’s refusal to fulfill its City Charter 
mandate to oversee the department. 

Medina’s statement raises an impor- 
tant point: The Huerta incident was, 
and is, very much a “‘law and order’’ 
issue. The city’s laws on the matter are 
very clear: The Police Commission pro- 
vides civilian oversight over the Police 
Department, and the Office of Citizen 
Complaints provides civilian oversight 
over police misconduct. 

Cops (by and large) don’t like having 
civilians in charge of their departments, 
just as generals (by and large) don’t like 
having civilians in charge of the army. 
But cops and soldiers have to be con- 
stantly reminded that they, too, have to 
answer to the law of the land — and that 
in this country, the laws are written by 
elected civilians. 

(At least, they are in theory — as Jack 
Fitch and the Civilian Congress con- 
stantly point out, an awful lot of 
legislators hold commissions in the 
armed services, in violation of the 
Constitution. But that’s another story.) 

Of course, the Examiner’s notion of 
“law and order’’ has always seemed a bit 
strange to us — the Raker Act, after all, 
is a law that isn’t being enforced. So is 
the First Amendment.

On Freedom of Expression: 

We cherish the freedom of thought, expression and 
choice given to all by God and guaranteed in our 
Constitution. However, it is highly imprudent and 
inconsiderate for an individual to completely ignore the 
religious sensibilities of his fellow citizens while exercising 
his first amendment rights. Rights of individuals are 
undoubtedly guaranteed by the state but it is the spirit of 
harmony, goodwill, and mutual respect among the 
members of society that ensures the full enjoyment of 
these rights by all. 


On Publishing & Media 

It is not unusual in the democratic societies for the 
media and the publishing industry to exercise self-restraint 
in the interest of social order as well as in consideration 
of moral and ethical norms and racial and religious 
sensitivities of the society. Muslims would like the media 
and the publishing industry to extend to them the same 


courtesy which has generally been extended to other 
ethnic, racial and religious groups threatened by stereo- 
typical portrayal, innuendo and false characterization. 


On Violence 

Despite our strong feelings about the contents of the 
hate inspiring book, we do not support any violence or 
threat of violence to achieve our objectives. 

For the last five months, Muslims have peacefully 
expressed this dismay with the content of the book by 
writing and calling Viking Penguin Inc. It is, however, 
regrettable that the Viking has even declined to receive a 
representative delegation of the Muslim community in 
America. 


And the Koran says: 

It is not righteousness that you turn your faces towards 
East or West; but it is righteousness to believe in God 
and the Last Day and the Angels, and the Book, and the 


- Messengers; to spend of your substance, out of love for 


Him, for your kin, for orphans, for the needy, for the 
wayfarer, for those who ask; and for the freeing of 
captives, to be steadfast in prayers, and practice regular 
charity; to fulfill the contracts which you made, and to 
be firm and patient in pain (or suffering) and adversity 
and throughout all periods of panic. Such are the people 
of truth, the God-conscious. (2:117)

very clear that civilians should have ultimate 

authority over the armed forces. There’s a 
good reason for that: Countries that let the armed 
forces operate without adequate civilian oversight 
wind up like the proverbial banana republics, run by 
dictatorial generals who are subject to regular coups 
by other generals with a stronger hunger for power. 

Citizens of those countries don’t have many 
rights. 

There are also very good reasons that the San 
Francisco City Charter mandates civilian control 
over the Police Department. As Police Commis- 
sion President Louis Giraudo himself admits, the 
department is a “‘paramilitary organization.” Its 
members are armed and have considerable powers 
over the citizenry. If the police are not carefully 
monitored, the citizens of San Francisco won’t 
have many rights. 

Two very disturbing facts became abundantly 
clear after last week’s 4-1 Police Commission vote 
not to order Police Chief Frank Jordan to file 
charges against Officer Frank Achim for his role in 
the Sept. 14th beating of United Farm Workers 
Vice President Dolores Huerta. First, Mayor Art 
Agnos showed unequivocally that he does not sup- 
port the Office of Citizen Complaints, the Charter- 
mandated civilian agency charged with in- 
vestigating police misconduct allegations. The 
OCC sustained charges against Achim. The chief 
refused to press those charges. And the commis- 
sion backed him up. OCC’s credibility was on the 
line — and it was lost. 


T= UNITED States Constitution makes it 


We have made the point repeatedly: If the politi- 
cal will is not present at the highest levels of city 
government, civilian review agencies like the OCC 
cannot be viable avenues for citizen grievances 
against overzealous police officers. And Agnos has 
shown he lacks that political will. 

Second, by allowing Chief Jordan to publicly 
threaten to defy the commission if it ordered him to 
filea complaint, Agnos madeit clear that he sawno 
need for nosy civilians interfering with the manage- 
ment of the Police Department. By backing up the 
chief, four of the mayor’s five commissioners 
made the same statement. Only Commissioner 
Jose Medina dissented. Excerpts from his state- 
ment are printed on page 8. 

The commission’s action raises serious ques- 
tions for San Franciscans. Who will now ensure 
that the Dolores Huertas of the world will be safe to 
demonstrate peacefully on the streets of one of the 
world’s most liberal cities without being beaten by 
the police? When citizens seek to exercise their 
constitutional right ‘‘peaceably to assemble,” 
what are they supposed to do to assure their safety? 

The mayor has no answers for us. Neither do 
Commissioners Giraudo, Gayle Orr-Smith, Al 
Nelder and Pius Lee. That’s a tragedy. 

If Agnos and his commissioners refuse to recog- 
nize that they have a responsibility under the 
Charter to “organize, reorganize and manage the 
Police Department,” then the voters will have to 
consider electing a new mayor, who will appoint 
new police commissioners who understand that 
duty and are willing to carry it out. 


SOMA: Not another downtown 


trict is one of the city’s last holdouts of light in- 
dustry and manufacturing. Development pres- 
sures and gentrification have recently ravaged the 
area, but it’s still a haven for at least a few small busi- 
nesses, artists and people seeking low-cost housing. 

The City Planning Department, under pressure 
from neighborhood groups and environmentalists, 
has drawn up a plan that would save a significant 
amount of what’s left of South of Market. 

The plan proposes to protect small, rent- 
sensitive light-industrial and service businesses, 
maintain and expand affordable housing, preserve 
the existing density and diversity of land uses and 
expand public transit linking South of Market with 
the rest of the city. It’s not a perfect plan, but it’s 
worthy of support. 

However, if Tricia James of the South of Market 
Business Association and other real estate owners, 
speculators and advocates of unlimited develop- 
ment have their way, South of Market will become

an extension of the Financial District, with office 
space permitted everywhere. Residential buildings, 
light industry and small businesses will continue to 
be forced out of the neighborhood — and thus, in 
many cases, out of the city. 

Small businesses not only make South of Market 
an interesting and diverse neighborhood, they are 
also vital to the economic health of San Francisco. 
As Bay Guardian studies have shown, small, local- 
ly owned independent businesses create the vast 
majority of the new jobs in the city. 

Hearings on the plan will begin sometime in 
April. Sue Hestor, attorney for San Franciscans 
for Reasonable Growth, estimates that developers 
have already spent between $100,000 and $200,000 
lobbying against the plan. Lawyers and lobbyists 
for those developers will unquestionably be present 
at the hearings. .If small-business people, artists, 
South of Market residents and neighborhood ac- 
tivists want to preserve what’s left of this last urban 
frontier, they should show up in force, too. 


KQED’s latest ‘Focus’ mistake 


E HAVE been arguing for years that 

KQED had no good business venturing in- 

to commercial publishing. KQED has a 
federal license and tax exemption to operate a 
public television station, and it’s been doing 
miserably at that job. Transforming San Francisco 
Focus from a membership-servicing program guide 
to a slick, money-making city magazine was never 
going to improve things. 

It’s been six years since Focus became a city 
magazine, and KQED’s performance as a public 
TV station is only getting worse. There is almost no 
local programming, little community accountabil- 
ity, little effort to recognize or promote the 
cultural, political and social diversity of the Bay 
Area. Now, it appears, KQED wants to auction 
Focus off to the highest bidder. And once again, 
we have to ask the same question we’ve always 
asked about Focus: . 

Why? 


KQED will make money off the sale, just as it 
has made money by publishing the magazine. But 
the initial venture into commercial publishing was 
hardly in the public interest — KQED, with its 
nonprofit status, tax exemption and built-in cap- 
tive audience of some 200,000 members, had sub- 
stantial advantages that let it compete unfairly 
against other publications. And the sale will be 
even less so — the last thing San Francisco needs is 
another big out-of-town corporation taking over a 
local publication. 

KQED’s board ought to scuttle this sale imme- 
diately, restore Focus to its proper role as a pro- 
gram guide and get back to its real mission: Pro- 
viding quality local public TV. If the members of 
the board can’t do that, the members of KQED 
ought to demand the ouster of every last one of 
them, and put new people in charge who will try to 
give the Bay Area the public TV station it needs 
and deserves.

Rushdie response from 
the trenches © 


As an employee of Viking Penguin (now Pen- 
guin USA), I was extremely angry with Eileen 
Ecklund’s afticle on Salman Rushdie’s Satanic 
Verses, and Viking’s ‘“‘cold feet.’ (See Bay Guard- 
ian, 3/1/89). It seems that Ms. Ecklund finds 
something cowardly in Viking not selling reprint 
rights to periodicals around the country for Satanic 
Verses, questions the rumored decision to perhaps 
not publish a paperback version, and perhaps not 
even reprint the hardcover. Asa sales representative 
in San Francisco, I can only take Viking’s Paul 
Slovak’s statement that Viking didn’t want to 
“appear to be cashing in on the controversy”’ at face 
value. I would think most people would understand 
the wish to keep an inflammatory situation from es- 
calating further. If Viking were not going to reprint 
the hardcover, it might be a subversion of some kind 
to deny reprint rights. Perhaps Ms. Ecklund didn’t 
do enough research to find out that Viking was 
reprinting as quickly as possible (it is a process that 
takes a little time). Viking’s intention has always 
been to reprint as long as there is demand for the 
book. I was contacted by the San Francisco Chroni- 
cle, the Daily Cal and the San Jose Mercury News. 
The Bay Guardian seems to have gone to press with 
limited information. 

The idea that Penguin may not do the paper- 
back frightens Ms. Ecklund. Having spoken to 
the editor in New York, I know that Penguin USA 
intends to publish the paperback as scheduled. 
Your article mentions ‘‘bomb threats and a lot of 
other nastiness’’ as something Viking has had to 
face, almost as an aside. The reality of those 
threats is alot more frightening than Ms. Ecklund 
seems to be willing to grant. Since December there 
have been bomb threats in New York, well before 
those shown on network news shows. Pat Holt 
wrote in the Chronicle on Feb. 26th, ‘‘...the peo- 
ple at Viking’s New York office almost routinely 
hear of yet another death threat, go out in the 
street, wait for the bomb squad, return to their 
desks, get another death threat, go out in the 
street....’’ Iwas very moved when I read that, be- 
cause it’s true. People with whom I work and 
about whom I care are working under constant 
threat of death, and to me that takes tremendous 
courage. And now, with Cody’s and Walden- 
books having been bombed, things have taken a 
further turn for the worse. Eileen Ecklund’s flip- 
pant attitude makes me furious. 

In any event, I will continue to be careful in my 
life, as I know my fellow employees at Penguin 
USA will do. We take the Ayatollah seriously, as 
we assume his followers do as well. It seems to me 
that the Bay Guardian, after having been denied 
reprints for whatever reason, could have come up 
with another statement or gesture of support for 


Rushdie and Viking, rather than accusing them of 
cowardice. A little research would have produced 
the fact that Viking is going ahead with the publi- 
cation of, in Ms. Ecklund’s words, ‘‘a truly great 
book.’’ That was just about the only thing in her 
article with which I agreed.

Eileen Ecklund responds: /n my article, Istated 
that there were reports in the media that Viking 
might not publish the paperback edition of The 
Satanic Verses; J was not able to verify them by 
press time. Since then I have been assured by Paul 
Slovak, a Viking spokesman in New York, that 
“at this time’’ Viking USA does plan to go ahead 
with the paperback version. I was indeed aware 
that Viking USA was going ahead with reprints of 
the hardcover version and nowhere in my article 
did I imply that it was not. My point was that the 
publication of the paperback, at a substantially 
lower price, would make the book available to a 
wider range of readers. 

It was not my intention to be “‘flippant’’ re- 
garding the danger to Viking employees or any- 
one else who has been threatened by the furor 
over this novel. My criticism of Viking’s ‘‘cold 
feet’’ extends only to the corporate decision not 
to allow the printing of excerpts in support of 
Rushdie and his novel, not to Viking employees, 
who are indeed living and working under the 
threat of death.

For My Working Life: As part 
of its Thursday/16 show on the 
safety problems in the nuclear 
weapons industry, The Labor 
Video Project airs Michael 
Grigsby's For My Working Life, 
a 1981 documentary about 
nuclear workers that was well- 
received in Britain but never 
released in the United States. 
The film focuses on workers at 
a Goodyear uranium pro- 
cessing plant in Portsmouth, 
Ohio.

JOSE MEDINAS 

DISSENT: POLICE 
COMMISSIONER 
BLASTS 4-1 VOTE 


THE FOLLOWING statement is 
excerpted from the remarks of Police 
Commissioner Jose Medina at the San 
Francisco Police Commission meeting 
March 8th. The commission voted 4-1 not 
to order Police Chief Frank Jordan to file 
a complaint against Officer Francis 
Achim, who was aécused by the Office of 
Citizen Complaints of using excessive 
force against Dolores Hyerta in a 
demonstration Sept. 14th. 


THE COURSE that my fellow commis- 
sioners have decided to follow is that of 
supporting the chief in his decision not to 
file charges against Police Officer Achim. 
It is a decision with which I strongly 
disagree, and in which regard I am casting 
ano vote for the reasons to follow. 

I want to make it clear that my disagree- 
ment with the chief is based solely on his 
decision not to file a complaint, given the 
OCC’s findings. It is not based on a belief 
that Police Officer Achim is guilty. On the 
contrary, as I stated previously, Officer 
Achim is presumed innocent unless proven 
otherwise. 

To not hear this case goes counter to the 
spirit of the Charter amendment that 
created the Office of Citizen Complaints 
and which calls for civilian review of police 
misconduct cases. 

To not hear this matter calls into 
question the viability, not only of the 
OCC, but of the Police Commission itself. 
The Charter of the City and County of 
San Francisco, Section 3.530 (e), states 
that this commission has the power and 
duty to organize, reorganize and manage 
the Police Department. 

The concern regarding the chief being 
asked to perjure himself by signing a 
verified complaint with which he disagrees 
is, in my opinion, a non-issue. 

We have in our hands an opinion from 
the city attorney, advising this commission 
concerning the meaning of what consti- 
tutes a verified complaint. According to 
the opinion, the Charter does not define 
“‘verified complaint.”’ 

It is my opinion that the chief can sign a 
complaint merely stating that he is doing 
so based on the OCC findings. 

It also troubles me that the chief has 
continually made public statements to the 
effect that he would intentionally and 
purposefully disregard a Police Commis- 
sion directive. The Charter makes it very 
clear that the chief is to take his direction 
from the Police Commission. 

What would happen if officers under 
the chief’s command decided not to follow 
his directives? Would the chief bring 
charges against them? And could this com- 
mission in good conscience hear those 
charges, given that the chief is not inclined 
to follow our directives? 

I realize that under the provisions of the 
Charter, it is up to the discretion of the 
chief as to which cases will be brought 
before the Police Commission. His 
situation makes it very clear that the 
charter needs to be changed so that all 
OCC-sustained complaints come directly 
to the Police Commission. 

I am also troubled that in the nine 
months that I have sat on this commission, 


we have only reviewed three incidents 
involving’ excessive force by a police 
officer.’ Two of those cases involved the 
same officer. Either police misconduct has 
been greatly exaggerated, or cases are not 
reaching us. I also do not consider the City 
Attorney’s Office to be an unbiased party. 


’ How can it be, when it is defending the 


city in an action brought by the same 
complainant in this case? I would recom- 
mend that the Police Commission have 
access to other legal advice, perhaps 
through the Bar Association, in addition 
to the city attorney.

City Editor Tim Redmond 
won second place in the column category 

or ‘‘12 honest men,’’ an account of his 
experiences during jury duty, and third 
place for his editorial, ‘‘Will Downtown 
Pay its Fair Share?”’

come public March 20th when Planet Drum 
Foundation releases its Green City platform 
for San Francisco and the Bay Area. 

The ambitious and visionary platform 
has been in the making for more than two 
years. It’s outlined in a 92-page book, A 
Green City Program for San Francisco 
Bay Area Cities and Towns, which will be 
available at Planet Drum’s Vernal 
Equinox celebration at Fort Mason. 

The concept of the Green City program 
is disarmingly simple and profoundly 
radical. It starts with the notion that urban 
living has changed dramatically in the past 
few decades, from a way of life that was 
considered rare and unusual to one that is 
now the norm for the majority of the 
world’s population. It winds up with the 
proposal that cities adopt long-term ecolog- 
ical planning as the fundamental basis of all 
governmental and individual decisions. 

‘*No large urban area in North America 
is sustainable at present,’’ Planet Drum 
Director Peter Berg notes in the book’s 
introduction. ‘‘How can the Bay Area 
expect to absorb the additional two-thirds 
of a million people that is predicted by the 
beginning of the twenty-first century 
without losing its livability?”’ 

Numerous organizations have asked 
that question over the years, but few have 
come up with as far-reaching a set of 
answers. Green City proposals range from 
expanding curbside recycling to closing 
many downtown streets and turning them 
into pedestrian malls. Among other things, 
the program asserts that cities must stop 
importing a vast majority of their energy, 
food and water from external sources and 
begin looking for ways to become self- 
sustaining. The book is well-written and 
filled with new insights into the problem of 
creating ecological urban areas. 

At the Equinox event, speakers in- 
cluding Berg, Ernest Callenbach and Peter 
Calthorpe will give presentations on the 
key areas of the program (Urban Planting, 
Smart Transportation, Urban Wild 
Habitat etc.) March 20th at the Firehouse, 
Fort Mason. The program begins at 2:30 
pm. Copies of the book will be on sale for

‘SANDERISTAS’ 
FACE CHALLENGE 
FROM GREENS 

IN VERMONT 


IN FAR-AWAY Burlington, Vermont, a 
local Greens party ran its own candidate in 
the recent mayoral election, challenging 
the incumbent party on issues familiar to 
Bay Area residents: development, traffic 
and pollution. 

The unusual twist — for U.S. politics 
and the American left — was that Bur- 
lington’s incumbent party is socialist, in 
power since Bernie Sanders made national 
headlines by becoming mayor in 1981. 

Greens candidate Sandy Baird opposed 
Sanders’ successor, Peter Clavelle, who 
ran on the eight-year record of Sanders 
and his party, the Progressive Coalition. 
Although Sanders’ 1981 campaign slogan 
was “‘Burlington is not for sale,’’ the 
Greens accuse him of a massive sellout to 
developers and the business community. 


They cite some strong evidence: 
® Soon after his election, Sanders 
dropped his opposition to the Southern 
Connector, a huge roadway that has cut 
through an established neighborhood and 
threatens to bring a massive influx of traf- 
fic into the already congested city. 
® Sanders introduced a plan to build a 
“‘people’s waterfront”’ on the lake, but it 
was rejected by voters who saw its em- 
phasis on high-priced condos as, in the 
words of one wag journalist, ‘‘gentrifica- 
tion with a human face.”’ Greens candi- 
date Baird told the Bay Guardian, ‘“They 
proposed a condo development that would 
have radically limited public access to the 
lake and then took credit for promoting a 
‘people-oriented’ waterfront. It was just a 
bunch of hype and lies.”” 
® Sanders’ administration advocated a 
centralization of political power in the 
mayor’s office even beyond the usual 
Democratic Party practice. 
® Burlington is the home of the only U.S. 
plant manufacturing the Gatling gun, a 
counter-insurgency weapon used exten- 
sively in Vietnam and Central America. 
The plant, run by General Electric, has 
long been the focus of sit-ins and leaflets 
by peace activists, who have tried to con- 
vert it to peaceful production. Sanders 
generally opposed these actions declaring, 
as a socialist, that they antagonized the 
working class. 

This controversy posed something of a 
problem for Clavelle. A dozen leading 
local peace activists responded in a public 
letter saying that Clavelle supported the 
conversion of the plant to peaceful pro- 
duction, but since that was not practical, a 
portion of city taxes from the plant should 
be ‘‘devoted to peace activities.’’ Ina 
sharp response, the Greens attacked this as 
‘“‘morally degenerate.’’ Murray Bookchin, 
a well-known ecological theorist who 
helped organize the Burlington Greens, 
called this ‘‘blood money as a political 
program, as opportunist as it is 
disgraceful.” 

In the March 7th election, the Greens 
won 3.4 percent of the vote, to the Progres- 
sives’ 54 percent and 42 percent for the 
Democrats. Bookchin told the Bay Guard- 
ian that the Greens’ tally was low because 
voters were afraid of throwing the election 
to the conservative Democratic candidate. 
In two races for alderman, however, 
Greens won 21 and 17 percent of the vote. 

George Thabault, an assistant to the 
mayor, at first did not mention the Greens 
when asked about the election. Later he 
said that at first the Progressives had been 
worried about the Greens, ‘“‘but then we 
saw that they didn’t have the resources to 
run areal campaign and had to rely on the 
media. If the Democrats had been 
stronger, though, they would have made a 
real difference.” ; 

What about the content of the 
campaign? ‘‘Well, we did make a real 
effort to bring out Peter’s positive 
‘environmental record. We put out a 
leaflet stressing that in the last eight years 
under Bernie Sanders, there has been a ~ 
really substantial amount of money spent 
on environmental protection.” 

Although the Progressive Coalition re- 
mains in power, it doesn’t seem entirely 
happy about having an organized left-eco- 
logical opposition. After all, it’s no fun 
being called a sellout. Still, progressives 
should be glad to have an articulate left 
conscience — at the very least it can help 
balance the press of realism and business 
sense to which reformers so often succumb.

JUSTICE EXTENDS 
DEADLINE FOR 
MANTECA JOA 
COMMENTS — 
AGAIN 


HEADING THE list of recent develop- 
ments on the media concentration front is 
the Justice Department’s announcement 
that it has once again extended the deadline 
for comments on the proposed joint 
operating agreement between two 
newspapers in Manteca, California. 

The March 3rd announcement set a new 
deadline of April 3rd for public comments 
on an application to grant the daily 
Manteca News and the semi-weekly 
Manteca Bulletin an exemption from anti- 
trust laws so that they may combine all 
non-editorial functions. The public will 
then have another month to respond to the 
comments, but the department, despite 
repeated requests from the Bay Guardian 
and other groups, has refused to make the 
comments available to the public outside 
its Washington, D.C. reading room. 

If approved, the Manteca JOA would 
be the first in the country involving a non- 
daily and could pose a threat to the 
survival of independent, locally owned, 
non-daily newspapers (see “‘High noon in 
Manteca,’’ Bay Guardian, 7/13/88). 

The extension is the latest in a long series 
of extensions dating back several months. 
Justice Department spokespeople have 
repeatedly refused to explain the reasons for 
the extensions, but past deadlines were 
extended because the papers were slow to 
produce documents requested by Justice 
Department attorneys. 

In fact, documents obtained by the Bay 
Guardian state that the Antitrust Division 


of the Attorney General’s Office requested 
a delay on the grounds that the Manteca 
News ‘“‘has failed to furnish any of the 
information or documents requested by 
the Antitrust Division.”’ 

A motion by Assistant Attorney General 
John M. Toohey, dated Dec. 1, 1988, also 
asks that the JOA application be dismissed 
‘in the event of further failure by the 
applicant to cooperate with the Justice 
Department.”’ 

The Justice Department may also be 
delaying the case to await a Supreme 
Court decision, expected March 17th, ona 
request to block the JOA between the 
Detroit News and Free Press — a case that 
may have far-reaching impact on JOA 
applications, including those in Manteca 
and York, Pennsylvania. 

Meanwhile, in San Francisco, Chronicle 
Publisher Richard Thieriot denied reports 
that Hearst Corp. had offered to buy the 
Chronicle. His comments were contained 
in a reply to Supervisor Nancy Walker’s 
Feb. 6th letter asking for comments on the 
reports, which were published in San 
Francisco: The Magazine and the Bay 
Guardian (see ““Toward a one-newspaper 
town?’’ Bay Guardian, 1/4/89). In his 
Feb. 14th reply, Thieriot said the rumors 
‘are not at all correct.” 

Examiner Managing Editor Frank 
McCulloch, in his separate Feb. 14th reply 
to Walker’s inquiry, wrote ‘Like you, I’ve 
heard the rumors, but insofar as I know, 
that’s what they were and remain — 
rumors.’” But McCulloch stopped short of 
saying whether the rumors were true, 
saying, ‘‘I am simply not privy to 
corporate matters.”’ 

McCulloch referred Walker to James F. 
O’Donnell, Hearst’s communications 
director in New York. By press time, 
Walker’s staff had not received a reply to 
a Feb. 23rd letter sent to O’Donnell.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


On Thursday, March 9th, The 
San Francisco Planning Com- 
mission voted 4-3 to allow 
developer Vincent Tai to make 
a dramatic change ina 
proposed ten-story structure 
— from 49 units of housing to 
a 123-unit tourist hotel. 

The vote marked at least 
the second time that a 
majority of Art Agnos's Plan- 
ning Commission has rejected 
neighborhood pleas and sided 
with a major developer on a 
controversial project. In this 
case the commission also 
overrode the recommendation 
of its own staff. 

Local housing activists also 
opposed the change, arguing 
that the area did not needa 
ten-story building on the site 
now occupied by a one-story 
building, and that the area — 
with the nearby conversion of 
the old Cogswell College site 
to a hotel — did not need any 
more tourist hotel space. 

The project site at 665 Bush 
sits at the edge of the over- 
built Financial District. To the 
east, looking down Bush, 
highrises dominate the neigh- 
borhood. Looking west, resi- 
dential hotels and smaller 
structures define the neighbor- 
hood's character. 

Nancy Russell, director of 
the North of Market Planning 
Coalition, told the Bay 
Guardian that the commission 
did not take into account the 
unique nature of the 600 block 
of Bush when it made its 
decision. ‘That is a transi- 
tional block. To the east are 
highrises, to the west lowrise,"' 
she said. ‘‘It is a very 
important site.” 

Casting votes against Tai 
were commissioners Doug 
Engmann, Sue Bierman and 
Jim Morales. Commissioners 
Norman Karasick, Wayne Hu, 
Robert Dick and Romaine Bol- 
dridge supported Tai’s request. 

According to Russell, the 
commission did not deliberate 
as fully on the decision as it 
could have. “Earlier, the 
commission spent con- 
siderable time on another 
item, a pre-school at a Korean 
Church,"' she said. ‘‘They gave 
it more attention than the 665 
Bush project.”’ 

According to Russell, the 
commission confused its 
priorities. ‘Which will have 
more impact? A pre-school or 
a ten-story hotel in a lowrise 
neighborhood?”' she asked. 








New committees, cooperation 


THE SAN Francisco Board of Education’s 
newly formed Buildings and Grounds 
Committee met Tuesday, March 7th. The 
substantive discussion of issues in that 
meeting indicated that the board’s recently 
reconstituted committee system will help it 
to take a much more active role in 
overseeing the 65,000-student school 
district. 

Even the seating arrangements showed a 
new direction: Instead of sitting above 
staff members up on the meeting room 
podium, Committee Chair Joanne Miller 
and members Leland Yee and Fred 
Rodriguez sat at a large conference table 
with department heads. Instead of the 
political grandstanding that usually 
dominates full board meetings, the ex- 
changes among the committee members 
and staff concentrated on the nuts and 
bolts of ongoing projects. 

The committee’s success continued the 
progress school board President Libby 
Denebeim has made in bringing the 
fractious board together. Yee — who had 
initially seemed to align himself against 
Denebeim, Miller, Rodriguez and Myra 
Kopf — was an active participant in the 
meeting and showed a willingness to work 
with his fellow committee members. 


Election 1990 


IT MAY seem a long way away, but Board 
of Supervisors hopefuls are starting to put 
out feelers for the November, 1990 elec- 
tions. New names being batted around are 
Carol Migden, chair of the Democratic 
County Central Committee, Parking Com- 
missioner Todd Dickinson and perennial 
candidate Mark Buell, a Chamber of Com- 
merce candidate who lost last year despite 
support from downtown and state Senator 
Quentin Kopp. Sources tell us that these 
three seem to be sure contestants and that 
Supervisor Doris Ward may be the weakest 
of the incumbents up for re-election. 


The budget wizards 

MAYOR ART Agnos angered City Hall 
types by appointing his longtime budget 
wizard Sam Yockey to the controller’s spot 
vacated on Jan. 6th by John Farrell’s retire- 
ment. Insiders preferred Farrell’s head 
deputy Dave Fong, who promised Agnos he 
would retire in three years, thus giving the 
mayor a second appointment to the slot. 
Besides generating some resent, the ap- 
pointment may have denied Agnos the full- 
time services of Yockey in preparing this 
year’s budget, which promises to be a very 
difficult task, since much of the bureau- 
cratic fat was cut last year in face of the 
city’s $179 million deficit. 

Fhis year’s deficit is not expected to be 
that high — the number will be somewhere 
around $80 million — but cuts will be 
tougher to come by. 

Agnos’s new budget wizard is Carole 
Wilkins, who City Hall insiders say has the 
ability — but perhaps not the experience 
— to deal with both making the cuts and 
steering the budget through City Hall’s 
political minefield. 

The city administration has not been 
racking up many political victories recently 
— a protracted, bloody budget battle is 
not what Agnos needs. 


Orr-Smith’s replacement 


MAYOR AGNOS also must replace Police 
Commissioner Gayle Orr-Smith, who will 
leave her post on the commission to 


become Deputy Mayor for Public Safety. 
On March 20th Smith will replace Hadley 
Roff, who left the mayor’s office Feb Ist 
to work full time in Dianne Feinstein’s 
gubernatorial campaign. 

Agnos must make a decision on a new 
police commissioner soon. Names of two 
prospective appointees — community 
activists Pat Norman and Gwenn Craig — 
have been batted around and a new name 
has surfaced for the slot, that of Nanci 
Clarence, a state public defender who has 
been very active in her support of the 
Office of Citizen Complaints, which the 
commission oversees. Clarence served on 
committees that supported the establish- 
ment of the OCC and the removal of a cap 


,on OCC budgets. Since the commission 


now includes two downtown businessmen, 
a labor leader and an ex-police chief, an 
OCC supporter and public defender seems 
like a reasonable choice for balance. 

The City Charter states that at least one 
police commissioner must be a woman. 


Barry takes a break 


OUTGOING POLICE Officers 
Association President Bob Barry, who 
recently lost his bid for re-election to the 
organization’s presidency, said he will 
continue to work for the department, 
preferably at Northern Station. 

Barry said he will come back to work as 
a full-time officer after ‘‘taking a long- 
overdue vacation.”” 

He said he did not have any fixed 
future plans but did not rule out running 
again in 1990 — ‘‘depending on how 
things turn out.’

TWO POWERFUL local political consul- 
tants are discussing an initiative for next 
fall’s ballot that surely will strike fear into 
the hearts of the Board of Supervisors. 

No, it’s not another recall measure. 
Frustrated by constantly reaching answering 
machines in the Board of Supervisors of- 
fices, the two consultants said they just may 
launch a voter initiative outlawing the 
devices for supervisors’ offices. 

“We could win that one without spend- 
ing more than a dollar,” one bragged. 


Mangled mountain 

THE TERRABAY Project proposal to 
develop the south slope of San Bruno 
Mountain continues to make its way 
through the political machinery of the 
South San Francisco City Council. On 
Feb. 22nd, the Bay Area Mountain Watch 
presented its findings that the project will 
destroy the habitats of several rare and 
endangered species, including three types 
of butterflies, the endangered San 
Francisco garter’snake and seven types of 
rare plants. The final vote on whether to 
go ahead with the first phase of the project 
occurs March 22nd following the last 
public hearing. BAMW calls for the public 
to make its voice heard before the council, 
which is apparently leaning strongly 
toward approving the project despite the 
possible environmental consequences.

What does Tower have on Bush, anyway?

} IN THE AVALANCHE of media coverage that helped 





bury the Tower nomination, there was a glaring, almost 
astounding omission — one that gets right to the heart of 
the problems with Tower. 

It also explains what Washington insiders seem to consider 
a great mystery: Why did George Bush, a man who is almost 
pure politician, who has few discernible ideological motives 
and who has spent an immense amount of time trying to 
establish good relations with Congress, demand an ugly 
Senate floor fight that nobody seemed to want? 

Let’s start by looking at five very good reasons why it was 
foolish, illogical — and entirely out of character — for Presi- 
dent Bush even to nominate John Tower for secretary of 
defense, much less to press for his confirmation long after 
the cause was clearly doomed. 


1. Bush is nothing if not a political pragmatist. I’ve 
spoken on various occasions over the past year or so to a 
number of people who are more than casual friends of 
George Bush, and they all say the same thing, over and over 
again: The man has spent most of his adult life trying to 
become president of the United States. Bush brought no 
particular policy goals or ideological agenda to the job. He 
wanted to be the president so badly that he gave almost no 
thought to what he would do with the job once he got it. One 
man who has known Bush since prep school put it to me this 
way: ‘‘The man would gladly sell his mother into slavery if it 
would guarantee him the presidency.” 


2. Now that Bush has achieved the job of his dreams, 
he has become extremely cautious. Bush wants to be a 
popular president, not a visionary one.The evidence of his 
caution is overwhelming — he has proposed no major policy 
initiatives, and his cabinet selections appear to have been 
designed first and foremost to provide ‘‘balance’’ among 
constituent groups. Other than Tower, the one nominee who 
created any trouble was Dr. Louis Sullivan — but Sullivan 
(under obvious pressure) did a George Bush and changed his 
position on abortion. 


3. Bush has access to some of the smartest political 
strategists in the nation and he listens to them. James 
Baker, Lee Atwater, Peggy Noonan. . .they’re among the 
best in the business, and they’re just a few of the many top 
Washington insiders who got Bush elected and continue to 
advise him. And when it comes to political intrigue, Bush is 
no slouch himself — remember, he once directed the CIA. 


4. Bush wants (and badly needs) good relations with 
Congress. Heis, after all, the first president in more than 20 
years to win the White House with negative coat-tails. The 
voters who elected Bush also elected an overwhelmingly 
Democratic House and Senate, a fact of which the majority 
leaders of those two institutions are keenly aware. The 
Democrats are in an unusually good position to seize the 
initiative and stick Bush with the wimpy reputation he has 
fought so long and so hard to avoid. 


5. Most senators and representatives have been pro- 
foundly uncomfortable with the Tower controversy, 
and angry at Bush for pushing it. Almost all the senators 
and congressmen drink, and many of them drink a lot. It’s 
safe to assume Gary Hart was not the only one who had 
affairs. And almost nobody in Congress wants to make 
personal behavior (drinking, fucking, etc.) into a national 
issue, nor to set a precedent for breaking the traditional code 


of silence about members’ private lives. 

Politicians also despise no-win situations, and the Tower 
nomination was a classic. Republicans had to keep the 
president’s favor by supporting Tower — then explain to the 
conservative, God-fearing folks back home (the ones that 
put them in office) just why they were backing an admitted 
adulterer and drunk who insisted on parading his ladyfriend 
in front of the national press but didn’t have the common 
decency to marry her. 

Democrats, on the other hand, have had to tell their con- 
stituents (many of whom voted for Bush) why they were 
taking the unprecedented step of denying a new president 
his cabinet nominee. Then they had to explain exactly what 
Tower has done that makes him unfit for public office — and 
why they shouldn’t be held to the same standards. And ina 
few weeks, they are going to have to figure out how to turn 
the whole picture on its head when the Republicans follow 
through with their vow to shift the Tower ethics spotlight 
onto House Speaker Jim Wright. 

So what’s going on here, anyway? Could the president’s 
brilliant political team have screwed up this badly? (Highly 
unlikely.) Could Bush have let his friendship with Tower so 
badly cloud his judgment that he lost all sense of political 
reality? (Even more unlikely.) Has some perverse desire for 
self-destruction driven Bush to commit political suicide 
just weeks after gaining the office of his dreams? (Any- 
thing’s possible, but I can’t really see it.) 

It makes you wonder: What does Tower have on him? 


far to find the answer. It’s right there in black and 
white, 550 pages long, available in paperback for five- 
and-a-half bucks at bookstores across the country. 

It’s called The Tower Commission Report, and it kept the 
lifetime dream of one George Herbert Walker Bush from 
going right down the toilet. 

Remember the Tower Commission? The blue-ribbon 
panel that ‘‘investigated’’ the Iran-Contra affair? 

Well, I just went over my copy of its report again, and 
unless I missed something, the Tower Commission fully, 
completely and unequivocally exonerated Vice President 
George Bush. 

Anybody who has taken a close look at the evidence knows 
that Bush was up to his neck in the Iran-Contra muck. In 
fact, some of the most important players were friends and 
allies of Bush, and at least one appears to have reported to his 
office (see ‘“George Bush’s dirty secrets,’’ Bay Guardian, 
11/2/88). The former CIA director was well aware of what was 
going on in Nicaragua, Honduras and Costa Rica. He probably 
knew a lot more about the operation than his boss. But Bush 
is almost entirely ignored in the Tower report and after the 
report came out, his opponents were never able to make his 
role in the scandal into a credible campaign issue. 

There were three people on the commission that saved 
Bush’s political ass. One was Ed Muskie, a Democrat, who 
came out of retirement to serve on the agency and then faded 
blissfully back into the ozone. 

The remaining two were Republicans. One, Brent 
Scowcroft, has been named Bush’s national security advisor. 
The other, the chairman, was John Tower. 

Does Tower know something Bush doesn’t want the rest of 
us to know? Did he, Scowcroft and Bush cut some kind of a 
deal? Or was the president just rewarding the two men who 
kept him from political oblivion by giving them the two highest 
ranking jobs in the nation’s national security apparatus? 

We may never get the ultimate answers, but the ultimate 
questions are staring us right in the face: was this all just a 
remarkable set of coincidences? Wasn’t something at least a 
little bit unusual going on here? And why did nobody in 
Washington — especially the national press corps — seem to 
want to talk about it? &

ENDY EWALD is a char- 
ismatic, dedicated woman 
who has taught photog- 
raphy to children since 1977. Her five 
years of work with schoolchildren in 
the Appalachian mountains resulted 
in a book called Portraits and 
Dreams, a collection of hauntingly 
evocative photographs by pre-teens. 

Late in 1987, Ewald went on the 
road to promote the book on talk 
shows, in what looked like a typical 
book tour. 

But in one talk show I saw, after 
showing ten photegraphs on the air 
and talking about her work on an 
Indiam reservation in Labrador, 
Ewald was asked how she went 
about teaching children. ‘‘The first 


thing,’’ she said, ‘‘is that kids have 
to have a camera that they’re com- 
fortable with — like the Canon Sure 
Shot Supreme. The focus is auto- 
matic, the zoom, the flash are 
automatic. So all you have to do is 
point and shoot it.’’ At this point, 
the talk show’s camera zoomed in 
on a closeup of the Canon. 

During the rest of the hour-long 
interview, Ewald talked intelligently 
and warmly about how to interest 
children in photography (‘‘Don’t 
stand too far away from them when 
they’re photographing you.’’) She 
mentioned the Canon only twice 
more, each time with restraint. 
When the interviewer slipped her 
opportunities to mention it again 


MANIPULATION 
IS THE MESSAGE 


As traditional advertising begins to lose credibility, companies 
are turning to crafty public relations campaigns to promote 
their products and services through the news media. The 
implications are frightening

FTER HURRICANE 
Gilbert swept over 
Jamaica last Sept. 12th, 
the Jamaica Tourist 
Board was anxious to 
convince tourists that the island was 
recovering quickly. It turned to Ellin 
Ginsburg, executive vice president of 
GCI International, one of the major 
public relations firms in New York. 
The Tourist Board had long been 
aware of the value of advertising in the 
United States — in fact, Doyle Dane 
Bernbach’s series for Jamaican tourism 
(‘‘it has beaches...it has moun- 
tains...’’) was one of the landmark 
television ad campaigns of the 1960s. 
But this time, the board did what an 
increasing number of American cor- 
porations have begun to do: It went 
beyond advertising, and put its money 
into public relations. The results were 
all the board could have hoped for. 
Ginsburg’s campaign broke Oct. 
4th, when GCI brought a thousand 
travel agents to tour a reconstituted 





Jamaica. In older, wealthier days, 
dozens of television reporters might 
have made the trip as well, but under 
the tight television news budgets of re- 
cent years only a few network film 
crews could afford to come. To snare 
coverage by the rest, GCI prepared its 
own five-minute videotape of images 
and sound bites, and distributed it by 
satellite to East Coast newsrooms. 

It also let news anchors conduct in- 
terviews over a satellite hookup with 
“the Honorable Hugh Hart,’’ the 
distinguished but puzzled-looking 
Jamaican minister of mining, energy 
and tourism. An anchorman from 
Philadelphia asked about rumors that 
Americans had to travel under armed 
guard for fear of attacks by islanders. 
No, the violence was over, replied 
Hart: ‘‘The Jamaican people have had 
a sort of transformation.” . 

Altogether, estimates Ginsburg, 60 
to 70 stations used some form of the 
GCI material in newscasts. If the 
videotapes Ginsburg showed me are 
typical, the stations used the material 
with either no acknowledgement or

only the barest implication that the 
Jamaican Tourist Board had paid for 
the hookups and images. 

Such anonymity is commonplace in 
public relations, and has been for 


decades. What’s new is the scope of 
projects like the Jamaica story — and 
their ability to take advantage of the 
tight deadlines and general dumbness 


of television news. 

When Ginsburg, for instance, learned 
that Boston’s WBZ was planning a 
feature on rising air fares, she con- 
tacted WBZ’s Live on 4travel reporter, 
David Wittman. The final story, aired 
Nov. 21st, segued from shots of travel 
agents’ computers to bikini-clad 
Jamaican tourists, behind Wittman’s 
narration. 

“With the winter vacation season 


just ahead,”’ he said, ‘‘and air fares on 


the rise, people will be shopping for 
bargains. This year, one may be 
Jamaica.” 

The publicists at GCI didn’t just pro- 
vide the Jamaica footage, they also 
directed Wittman to a Boston-based 
travel agent, Jo Ellen Gregory, who 


(‘‘The holiday season is upon us and 
we’re going to take lots of pictures 
— what advice can you give us?’’), 
she ignored them and talked instead 
about how to avoid sameness in 
Christmas pictures. 

An uninformed but observant 
viewer could only conclude that 
Ewald had brought the Canon with 
her simply because it was her 
favorite camera for teaching 
children. The only clue that Canon 
was sponsoring her tour — at a 
rate somewhere between $500 and 
$2,000 per appearance — was a 
quick blurb at the end of the show. 
For more information, it said, write 
Canon Camera Tips at an address 
on Madison Avenue in New York. 


had taken the GCI trip and now 
reassured the viewer that ‘‘the hotels 
are fully operational.”’ 


N THE last five years, public rela- 
tions — particularly for products 
— has undergone some of the 
most dramatic changes in its 
history. 

There is unprecedented growth: The 
O’Dwyer Report on Public Relations, 
for instance, shows most major public 
relations firm revenues gaining 20 per- 
cent or more — sometimes substantially 
more — each year since 1984. 

Richard Green, an executive at the 
“‘video news release’’ production firm 
Potomac Communications (which, 
like several VNR firms, piggybacks its 
release distribution on top of a sub- 
scriber-based news service), estimated 
that in late 1985 his firm was called on 
to produce two or three full-production 
VNRs per month. ‘‘Now we’re doing 
two to three a week,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
they’re all on a larger scale.’” 

That growth, PR executives say, is 
not an accident. The industry’s practices 
have changed, too. A new PR has 
emerged and it has fascinating and dis- 
turbing implications for consumers, 
journalists and the news media 
industry. The central doctrine of the new 
PR is that news about, say, a beer or a 
drug or a game, can be molded to match 
a predetermined marketing strategy 
—just like an ad campaign. A new PR 
practitioner chooses a central theme and 
uses it to tie together everything from 
talk show appearances to charitable 
contributions to the speed with which 
the product appears in stores. 

To keep the message alive, the PR 
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The address was that of the 
Rowland Company, a public rela- 
tions branch of Saatchi and Saatchi, 
whose bread-and-butter business is 
booking such tours, : 

“Product tours are more sophis- 


',ticated than tours to promote a 


book or movie,’’ said Rowland’s 
Hillary Martin. ‘No host will sit 
down and say, ‘Hey, you’ve got a 
new cleanser, let’s talk.’ We’ve got 
to do our job to come up with 
something that’s like Wendy. In 
Wendy’s case it was especially tricky 
because she hadn’t used this camera 
on that project. She couldn’t say, 
‘This was the camera I used.’ ”’

firm makes sure that the theme allows 
some ongoing series of appearances or 
events. Anything which doesn’t fit that 
theme, even if it’s true, is discouraged or 
banned. “‘I recently advised a client not 
to go on Face the Nation,”’ said GCI

Vice President Frances Freedman. 
“‘Years ago we were elated to get that 
sort of clip. But if you go on Face the 
Nation, you go on as the villain. My 
client is already known for that. I want 
people to see his other side.”” 

Public relations is increasingly pitched 
(most publicly by Hill and Knowlton 
CEO Bob Dilenschneider) as atool that 
can take over much of the function of 
conventional advertising. ‘‘Advertis- 
ing and other paid persuasion will be 
less and less effective in years to come,”’ 
Dilenschneider told Harvard Business 
School students in 1987. 

Dilenschneider and other PR ex- 
ecutives carefully avoid saying that 
clients should entirely replace advertis- 
ing with PR. Nonetheless, it’s a tribute 
to the public relations industry’s subtle 
skill at promoting itself that the idea of 
PR replacing advertising no longer 
seems outlandish. 

In the 1950s, for instance, David 
Ogilvy promoted Chubb safes with his 
famous testimonial headline, ‘An ex- 
safecracker reveals that he never broke 
into a Chubb safe.’’ Today, Chubb 
would more likely hire a PR firm. 

They might send out a video news 
release focused on the ‘‘news’’ that 
more and more valuables are being 
kept at home. Or they might sponsor 
neighborhood burglary watch groups 
or amateur safecracking contests. They 
would almost certainly pay the ex-safe- 
cracker to go on talk shows, discussing 
crime prevention and dropping the 
name of Chubb safes discreetly into the 
conversation. 


NFLUENCING THE news has 
been a marketing tool at least 
since the turn of the century, 
when the first public relations 
agency, the Publicity Bureau, 
opened in Boston. By 1929, publicist

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Another Rowland ‘‘expert,’’ food 
and wine editor John Frederick 
Walker, appears on talk shows with 
a table-full of props that show 
how to live like the rich, even on 
a budget. < 

Midway through the session, he 
always points out a decanter, ‘‘proof 
that your friends can rely on your 
taste, instead of on a bottle’s label. 
Of course, if you go that far, you 
can’t put a wine cooler in there. 
Stick to something worthwhile, like 
a good Scotch.”’ 

The fact that a consortium of 
Scotch importers is paying for him 
is kept, at best, low key. At worst, 
it’s invisible. 

“Tt would be unethical to put 
anybody in under a false front,”’ 
said Rowland President Mitchell 
Kozikowski. ‘‘And then to have 
them happen to drag out the prod- 
uct. It would be unethical, inappro- 
priate and unacceptable.’’ Yet in 
the tapes Rowland officials showed 
me, I came away with exactly that 
impression. 

And apparently I’m not alone. 

According to a story that has 
made the rounds of Rowland’s con- 
tracted experts, an expert on Cro- 
Magnon nutrition began talking 
about the values of antacids on a 
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Edward Bernays was designing publi- 
city events with only nominal news 
value — he held (on the wrong date) a 


talk show. The host leaned over and 
asked, ‘‘Wait a minute! Is Tums 
paying for this?’’ 

Rowland is not the only company 
to set up talk-show appearances 
for which sponsorship is kept hidden. 
For Ralston-Purina, the Fleischman- 
Hillard PR firm sent out a veter- 
inarian to talk about how generic 
dog food isn’t as nutritious as 
brand-name dog food. Purina’s 
name was never mentioned — even 
as an example — but reportedly its 
sales jumped dramatically after the 
appearances. 

Talk shows are not the only place 
where sponsors hide. Drug com- 
panies often pay publicists to pro- 
mote awareness of a disease, without 
acknowledging sponsorship or the 
name of a particular product. 

The Ortho Company, a subsidi- 
ary of Johnson and Johnson, re- 
fuses to discuss its public relations 
work for Retin-A, a prescription 
acne medication that became known 
as amiracle wrinkle cream this year. 
And with good reason: The drug is 
up before the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration for permission to claim 
wider benefits than fighting acne. 

Yet, as a Washington Post article 
from Feb. 23, 1988 made clear, the 
awareness of Retin-A’s ‘‘fountain of 
youth”’ powers emerged first at an 
Ortho-sponsored press conference. 

Keeping the public relations 
client hidden (at least from the 
reader or viewer) is not a new tactic: 


50th anniversary celebration of the in- 
vention of the light bulb. The first prod- 
uct promotional tour, for the ‘Toni 
Twins,’’ was created in the 1940s by Dan 
Edelman, whose family-owned com- 
pany bearing his name now sends Morris 
the Cat out touring the country. 








HE PRESIDENT of the 

Radio and Television News 

Directors Association doesn’t 
seem very concerned with the 
ethical questions raised by public 
relations techniques that disguise 
product promotions as news. It’s a 
dead issue, Association President 
Ernest Schultz insisted (see story 
this page). 

But independent media critics 
interviewed by the Bay Guardian 
say the new public relations tech- 
niques are dangerous. They also 
say the fault lies largely with the 
broadcast outlets and newspapers 
that use the material. 

Tom Goldstein, dean of the 
Graduate School of Journalism at 
UC at Berkeley, told the Bay Guard- 
ian that television talk shows that 
allow public relations items to pose 
as news have no right to call them- 
selves news programs. “‘It’s simply 
not journalism,’’ he said. ‘“These 
types of items simply should not be 
there on the news programs.” 

He added, ‘‘Iam quite troubled by 
the trend [toward subtle, look-like- 
news public relations] because it has 
created a confusion in the industry as 
to what actually is news. The public 
relations people use techniques that 
resemble news production, but with 
a different intent.’’ 

Goldstein said, ‘“We need a clearer 
demarcation’’ between news and 
mere PR. “‘And if a station does use 
such material, it should have all sorts

of disclaimers all over the piece.’’ 
Herb Gunther, director of the 
Public Media Center in San Fran- 
cisco, said the answer might be to re- 
quire registration of all paid spokes- 
people selling services or products 
on behalf of sponsors. ‘‘When

tries, we require them to register as 
foreign agents,” he told the Bay 
Guardian. “‘The argument is that the 
American people should know when 
somebody is trying to influence us. 
Why should we require anything less 
‘ of our own corporations?’’

It goes back to the early days 
of press releases. And protesting 
against it is viewed by people in the 
industry as a tired old whine. 
“©You’ve had that story in the media 
for 25 years,”’ said Elias Buchwald, 
a Burson-Marsteller executive who 
is chairman of the ethics committee 
of the Public Relations Society 
of America. ‘‘In the vast major- 
ity of cases, sources are clearly 
identified.”’ 

Radio and Television News Direc- 
tors Association President Ernest 
Schultz told me that the ambiguity 
of sponsorship is a dead issue: Their 
members are far less concerned 
about it than outside journalists, 
like me, who call up on the phone. 

Admittedly, it’s silly for even the 
hardest-nosed media watchdog to 
insist that news programs relentless- 
ly cite the source of every video clip. 
And I doubt that many viewers of, 
say, AM Buffalo care that Wendy 
Ewald is paid by Canon. Nor do the 
producers — most of their national 
guests come from Rowland. 

Yet, as journalism critic Ben 
Bagdikian, former dean of the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley 
Graduate School of Journalism, said 
recently, ‘There is a serious problem 
when PR material is concealed as real 
news. The viewer is subject to 
anonymous propaganda.” 

There’s nothing wrong with pitch- 
ing Canon — but let us know you’re 
paid by Canon. — AK. 


But the quantity and the sheer chutz- 
pah of today’s PR is startling. Mayors 
around the country appeared with the 
Toni Twins in the 1950s, but in the 
1980s Morris the Cat campaigned for 
president, with the endorsement (in one 
Edelman clip) of Ed Koch. 

Also new are the technologies of dis- 
tribution that became available a few 
years ago. Today, instead of sending 
reels of tape to stations, publicists can 
make the programs available on 
satellite news service channels, timing 
them at, say, 9:30 pm, “‘just in time for 
the 10 o’clock news in New York, cer- 
tainly the 10 pm news in Chicago, and 
maybe even the 6 pm news on the 
Coast,”’ said Denise Shapiro, vice pres- 
ident for sales and marketing of the 
VNR production/distribution firm 
Newslink. Satellite feeds are not just 
faster and more convenient — they cut 
the cost of sending out releases by 
$20,000 or more. 

The news station producers who use 
this material are alerted by anarchic 
combinations of telexes, faxes and 
phone calls to reporters or producers. 
Depending on which firm distributes 
the tapes, there may also be listings in 
United Press International’s newly 
established ‘‘Satellite Daybook,’’ or 
similar printouts from teletype-style 
machines placed in TV newsrooms by 
independent video news services. 

Joel Drucker, a public relations ex- 
ecutive with the San Francisco office of 
a major national firm, said a good 
public relations campaign can do what 
advertising often can’t — give a mes- 
sage credibility. ‘‘Credibility is ultra- 
important,”’ he said. ‘‘Advertising pro- 
vides name ID. Editorial coverage pro- 
vides credibility.”’ 

As an example, he pointed to the new 
Pepsi ad campaign featuring a 
Madonna video. The press reviews of 
that campaign, he said, may well be 
more important to Pepsi than the video 
itself. 

““A review of an ad often goes much 
further than the ad itself,’’ he said. 
“‘When people watch the ad, they 
know they’re watching an ad. When 
it’s in a newspaper, they are more 
prepared to accept what they read and 
the name Pepsi is going to be men-

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tioned several times in the article.”’ 
Drucker said it can be advantageous 
to get a person on the talk show circuit 
who isn’t immediately identified as a 
spokesman for a product. In one cam- 
paign, he said, he considered using a 
psychologist to help sell gasoline. 
“The way I saw it, the guy would go 
on the air and talk about how people 
related to their cars,’’ he noted. ‘‘Every 
now and then, intheright context, he’d 
mention a certain brand of gasoline.”” 
Why is the new PR doing such a 
booming business recently? There are 
several factors: 
® A more willing audience among 
journalists, especially among the bur- 
geoning “‘soft’’ categories of consumer 
and health news — particularly expen- 
sive to fill because it takes so much 
work to compare and evaluate prod- 
ucts and services. A surge of network 
and independent station takeovers dur- 
ing the last few years has left news- 
rooms with smaller budgets — and 
therefore more reason to use prepared 
material. 
@ A steadily growing mistrust by even 
the biggest consumer-products com- 
panies about conventional television 
advertising — which means that they’re 
spending more and more money look- 
ing for alternatives. 
@ An increasingly hungry com- 
petitiveness among PR people. Today’s 
public relations people are a far dif- 
ferent breed from the old “‘flacks’’ who 
sent out press releases to assuage a 
CEO’s ego. There are still alot of flacks 
in the world — I heard, not long ago, 
about two PR people who spent their 
high school reunion stalking an old 
classmate who was now a Wall Street 
Journal reporter — but the ‘“‘new’’ PR is 
almost devoid of traditional flackish- 
ness. Its practitioners have the smooth, 
urbane style of advertising people. 
@ Most important, the increasing ac- 
ceptance of PR by corporate clients. 
Nearly every public relations practi- 
tioner I’ve talked to credits one product 
—Tylenol — with showing what could 
be done with the new approach. ‘‘After 
Three Mile Island,’’ says John Marga- 
ritas, CEO of Ogilvy and Mather Public 
Relations, ‘‘nobody died. But [when a 
still-uncaught saboteur put cyanide in 
Tylenol bottles in Chicago in 1983}, 
seven people died. Yet today, the 
nuclear power industry is moribund, 
and Tylenol is a major product.” 


AROLD BURSON, co- 

founder of Burson- 

Marsteller, which han- 

dled much of the Tylenol 

publicity, credits 

Johnson and Johnson CEO James 

Burke with deciding to meet the 

sabotage threat head-on, not for PR 

reasons, but because Burke felt it was 

the right thing to do. Johnson and 

Johnson recalled all Tylenol 

packages, mounted its own investiga- 

tion, and developed tamper-proof 

packaging. As a side-effect, these ac- 

tions created news, and gave public 

relations a kind of credibility it had 
never had before. 

“All of a sudden,” said Margaritas, 

“a lot of corporations with products sus-

ceptible to tampering turned to their PR 
firms and said, ‘Gee, write me a plan.’ 
Or the PR firms said, ‘You see Tylenol? 
You guys are susceptible to that.’ As the 
PR firms got more exposure, they were 
able to say, ‘And let me tell you about 
our other techniques...’ ”’ 

The deluge of consumer wisdom, an- 
niversaries, contests and promotional 
news began around 1986. Hill and 
Knowlton, working for Quaker, picked 
up on what Bob Dilenschneider called 
“bizarre speculation about the actor 
who had played ‘Mikey’ in the old Life 
cereal commercials.’’ They found the 
now-grown Mikey (a Connecticut ac- 
tor/college student named John 
Gilchrist), hid him from the press and 
instigated what they brazenly called a 
“‘search”’ for the grown Mikey. 

It was actually a cross between a 
sweepstakes and a chance to play Jo 
Tell the Truth. Life cereal boxes invited 
you to guess which of 20 photographs 
on the back represented the real 
Gilchrist. 

Though it must have had one of the 
paltriest sweepstakes prizes in history 
(100 awards of $100 each), the search 
for Mikey inspired 750,000 people to 
send in guesses — the largest response 
Quaker has ever had to a single 
coupon. 

To unveil the real Mikey, Hill and 
Knowlton staged an elaborate recrea- 
tion of To Tell the Truth, complete 
with former hosts and panelists like 
Gene Rayburn, Jack Guilford and 
Peggy Cass. All three networks and 
more than 100 TV news programs car- 
ried stories on the non-event. 

All this manipulation and hyperbole 
is standard fare in advertising — but 
when it gets into what is normally con- 
sidered the more “‘objective’’ realm of 
the news media, it raises some serious 
questions. 

Herb Gunther, director of the Public 
Media Center, says the problem is with 
the news media, not the public relations 
industry or its clients. ‘““Criminals will 
always try to commit crimes, and com- 
panies will always try to do anything 
they can to promote their products,’’ 
Gunther explained. ‘‘The question is, 
do the media have high enough stan- 
dards to protect the public?”’ 

Gunther noted that a lack of jour- 
nalistic standards has encouraged the 
growth of the public relations industry. 
“Their advertising isn’t credible 
enough any more, so they’re getting the 
press to do it for them,”’ he said. 

Part of the problem, he said, is the in- 
creasing trend toward corporate chain 
ownership of newspapers and TV sta- 
tions. ‘Business decisions have taken 
over the newsroom,”’ he said. ““Top ex- 
ecutives are worried about the bottom 
line, so they’ve cut news budgets back. 
That means the news people are more 
dependent on outside sources to provide 
them with information. 

“‘Tt’s become so pervasive that peo- 
ple don’t seem to get upset about it any 
more. And the end result is that the 
public doesn’t get the information it 
needs, so we wind up with Reagan and 
Bush as presidents.”’ 

Even more innocent projects show 
the pervasiveness of the new PR. 
San Jose-based KICU-TV caught flak 
recently from the Columbia Jour- 
nalism Review for a TV news series 
aired last fall called ‘‘High Tech 
Visions.”” The 13 segments were pro- 
duced by the well-known high-tech PR 










firm Regis McKenna. 

Starring the first week was 
McKenna’s best-known client: Apple 
CEO John Sculley. Aha, cried CJR: 
news contamination. 

As it happened, of the segment’s 13 
subjects, Sculley was the only 
McKenna client; others included musi- 
cian Todd Rundgren and Stanford 
University President Donald Kennedy. 

The real danger was not in this com- 
paratively benign case, but in the gen- 
eral precedent of news produced by 
anyone with client obligations. What’s 
next? The PR agency for Century 21 
producing an ongoing segment on real 
estate development? Or Bechtel’s 
agency doing a series on international 
relations? 

However it turns out, it’s clear that 
the new PR has only begun to appear in 
force. 

PR people still don’t agree on how to 
prove to clients that their work sells 
products — a question that didn’t come 
up as much when budgets were smaller. 
“We haven’t definitively answered the 
question of whether public relations 
works at the general level,’’ says 
Burson-Marsteller’s Lloyd Kirban, 
who just finished directing a research 
project aimed at answering that ques- 
tion. ‘‘But we do know that some pro- 
grams accomplish sales goals, and com- 
munication goals.’” 

Kirban mentioned one program in 
particular, for Procter and Gamble’s 


-Pampers, in which his firm set up a 


baby-beauty contest in a town in 
Southern California. Parents who 
entered their children were given a 
photograph of their child. Surveyed 
three weeks later, and compared to a 
control group without the contest, the 
entrants didn’t just feel good about the 
product. They felt that they and 
Pampers somehow belonged together. 

This example seems to me to get to 
the root of what the new PR seeks to 
do: to build a sense of clubbiness, of 
communities of interest, focused 
around a product. Advertising can’t do 
that any more. People are too well 
educated, if only by exposure to years 
of advertising. 

The new PR, with its orientation to 
local events and its desire to involve 
people in making some kind of com- 
mitment, recognizes that people need, 
more than ever these days, a sense of 
being in touch. The mission of the new 
PR is to create pseudo-communities, 
with a loyalty that advertising never 
engendered. 

Communities, though, mean that 
people will be talking with each other 
— which has a way of bringing out the 
truth about things. The new PR hasn’t 
yet found a way to handle that. 

One PR person I talked to recalled 
that the Challenger disaster was traced 
to sloppy work habits at McDonnell- 
Douglas, where the ring that failed was 
made. Later, the company tried to 
amend matters with a PR campaign 
that would simply “‘show its good side” 
— but without changing any ofits work 
habits. The campaign didn’t work. 
People knew too much about the firm. 

Still, for many companies, the new 
PR offers a chance to slip their 
message through news shows to a 
public that has grown increasingly 
skeptical of conventional advertising 
— at least until that public learns to 
spot the subtle signs of the PR cam- 
paign behind thenews. a 
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Climate Theatre’s Joegh Bullock and Marcia Crosby: Luring the party crowd Into the theater. 


MAKING THEATER 
‘HIP’ AGAIN 


Producers are bemoaning the fact that young people seem immune to the 
attractions of live theater. But with their trendy Glas Haus and All Ball parties, 
Joegh Bullock and Marcia Crosby are trying to change that

T’S SATURDAY night and 

there’s a party going on. In the 

faded grandeur of the old Embas- 

sy Ballroom, industrial-strength 

techno-rock blares out of a pair 
of giant speakers. Dada-esque slide im- 
ages (example: a kitty wearing a chunk 
of watermelon on its head and smoking 
a cigarette) flash onto a screen of 
draped parachute cloth. Inonecorner a 
black actress named Dee Russell sits 
under a revolving white sculpture 
shaped like a giant screw. She’s doing a 
performance piece that consists of 
painting her nails, sipping tequila, 
reading copies of The National En- 
quirer and pretending you’re not star- 
ing at her. 

It’s still early for the party-crawling 
scene, not even midnight. The barten- 
ders aren’t busy, and no one’s dancing 
yet. But the place is beginning to fill up 
with revelers, some showing off their 
black leather-metal-and-taffeta fash- 
ion statements, a few resolutely untren- 
dy in jeans and sweaters, most in the 
mid 20s-to-early 30s age range. It’s the 
kind of crowd that you see at the 
Paradise Lounge, the DNA, the events 
staged by Survival Research 
Laboratories. It’s the kind of crowd 
that rarely, if ever, shows up at a local 
“‘legit’’ theater to catch a play, or even 
an experimental performance piece. 

A lot of producers are bemoaning 
the fact that young people — the hip 
and the noi-so-hip — seem immune to 

ithe attractions of live theater. But 
Joegh Bullock and Marcia Crosby, the 
organizers of Embassy Ballroom party 
and many similar events, are trying to 
bring San Francisco’s ‘theater and 
youthful nightlife scenes closer to- 
gether. Their trendy public ‘‘Glas 





Haus”’ and ‘“‘All Ball’’ bashes feature 
performance art, video art and far-out 
fashion, along with the usual attrac- 
tions of dancing, drinking and ming- 
ling. But what some celebrants don’t 
realize is that the parties help finance 
and publicize another Bullock-Crosby 
project, the Climate Theatre — one of 
the best (and tiniest) experimental per- 
formance spaces in town. 

Joegh (pronounced ‘‘Joe’’) Bullock 
says he wants to help ‘‘make going to 
the theater hip again.’’ Amplifies his 
business partner Marcia Crosby, ‘‘We 
want to attract the people who won’t go 
to performance art because they think 
it’s too extreme and might make them 
uncomfortable, and won’t go to the- 
ater because they’ re afraid it will be cor- 
ny or boring. We’re tricking thema lit- 
tle into thinking that our theater is just 
another kind of hip party.”’ 

That marketing approach may be 
unusual in theatrical circles, but these 
ambitious young arts entrepreneurs are 
relative newcomers to the drama biz. 
Bullock, a film and video artist, discov- 
ered his talents as a producer in the ear- 
ly 1980s when he started up an alterna- 
tive film series here called Off the Wall 
Cinema. When that ended, he co- 
founded the 20 x 20 Gallery, an exhibi- 
tion space for photography, painting 
and film. 

Both ventures led to his intense in- 
volvement with the burgeoning South 
of Market Area arts scene. He became 
one of the first producers of SOMA’s 
fashionable late-night ‘‘theme parties’’ 
— which were inspired by similar 
events taking place in New York’s arty 
SoHo district. 

In a variety of contexts — as 
manager of the Anon Club, the Next 
Club and Mark Rennie’s fabled, short- 
lived ‘‘art motel,’’? Nine — Bullock 


became known as a sort of hip Perle 
Mesta. ‘‘I was using theater, video and 
fashion to create social events people 
would remember,’’ he says. “‘I never 
wanted to go heavily into the 
rock’n’roll kind of thing. Our parties 
provide a lot of visual information in a 
format where anything can happen.”’ 

Bullock joined forces with Marcia 
Crosby in 1985, when she became his 
assistant at the Next Club. A year later, 
they went into a partnership with Er- 
manno di Febo and Mary Podgurski to 
create Glas Haus, SOMA’s first suc- 
cessful ‘‘floating nightclub.’? The 
name was inspired by the glass-and- 
brick Bauhaus-style building at 999 
Brannan Street where the first Glas 
Haus dance — a smashing success — 
was held. 

“Tt was a spectacular building to do 
special events in because it had all these 
cubicles off the main atrium,”’ recalls 
Crosby. ‘‘That first show was wonder- 
ful. At times there were 20 different 
things going on at once, with 100 dif- 
ferent artists performing. It was like be- 
ing inside a honeycomb.”’ 

Since then Glas Haus has continued 
to flourish, attracting an average of 
1,200 patrons per event, many of them 
young suburban folks out for a good 
(and weird) night on the town. But 
Bullock and Crosby have also stayed 
busy with another, less-commercial 
project: a funky storefront on Ninth 
Street, right across the street from the 
Billboard Cafe. With the help of ex- 
partner Tim Palmer, they transformed 
the former print shop into a pleasant 
live/work space, with a large exhibit 
area and a loft-style apartment in the 
back that still serves as Bullock’s home 
and video studio. 

They called-it the Climate Gallery, 
and expected to use it primarily as an 





art and video facility. But performance 
artist Nina Wise changed that plan. 
“While we were still fixing it up Nina 
came by one day and asked if she could 
Tent it,’’ says Crosby. ‘‘There she was, 
ready to produce her latest piece but 
with no theater to do it in. So we 
thought, this is an interesting idea, let’s 
give it a shot.”’ 


LMOST overnight, the 

Climate became an in- 

demand 49-seat theater 

specializing in offbeat 

performance. And to 
their surprise, Bullock and Crosby turned 
into theatrical presenters with a keen in- 
stinct for vital new work. In the last three 
years they’ve booked shows by noted ex- 
perimentalists Bill Talen, Winston Tong, 
A Traveling Jewish Theatre, Ellen 
Ratner and John O’Keefe into the 
Climate. They’ve also given a leg up to 
promising younger artists, like Dude 
Theatre, playwright Cintra Wilson and 
performance artist Dee Russell. But 
what really put the Climate on the map 
was Mona Rogers in Person, a high- 
voltage piece of camp-vamp that turned 
actress Helen Shumaker into an under- 
ground star. 

Mona Rogers and Performance 
Hell (another collaboration between 
Shumaker and the late playwright 
Philip Dimitri-Galas) ran for nearly 
three months at the Climate, usually to 
packed houses. ‘‘Mona started with a 
gay following but then began drawing 
from the nightclub Glas Haus group,” 
explains Bullock. ‘‘Later, when we got 
in the Pink Section with a clapping 
man, we got the hotel crowd.”’ ‘‘For a 
while we had a lot of people asking for a 
senior discount at Mona,’’ adds 
Crosby. ‘‘You’d see these blue-haired 
ladies walk in and wonder if they knew 


what sort of wild stuff they were in for. 
But they seemed to love it.” 

As Climate business grew more 
demanding, Crosby and Bullock in- 
vested more of their energy in it. But 
they depended on their late-night party 
business to pay the bills. (‘It’s our ver- 
sion of working at Bank of America,”’ 
jokes Bullock.) They’ve also used the 
Glas Haus events to cultivate that 
potential ‘‘crossover’’ audience of cool 
kids from the suburbs who may have 
never gone to the theater in their lives. 

How? ‘“‘We’ve had a lot of Climate 
artists perform at the parties,’’ says 
Crosby. ‘‘And if they don’t perform, 
sometimes they’ll just come in 
costumes and work the crowd, handing 
out publicity cards.’’ She and Bullock 
usually design those cards themselves, 
using sleek, fashionable graphics to 
convey, the right ‘‘image.’’ 

Crosby can’t yet document the effec- 
tiveness of their marketing techniques. 
She does say that roughly 30 percent of 
the people on the Glas Haus mailing list 
have also signed up on the Climate list, 
indicating a lot of spillover. And 
Bullock asserts that their approach has 
been especially helpful in helping new 
artists, like Helen Shumaker, find 
wider, more eclectic audiences. 


OME OBSERVERS are more 

skeptical. Kim Fowler, direc- 

tor of the 300-seat Theatre Ar- 

taud, says that the club-to- 

theater crossover idea is«a 
great concept, but she’s not sure it really 
transfers beyond the walls of the 
Climate. Fowler ‘“‘moved up’’ Dude 
Theatre’s Charles Manson Story to Ar- 
taud after it played to full houses at the 
Climate. Unfortunately, the hip young 
audiences didn’t make their way down 
to the Mission District with it. 

“For the most part I think the folks 
who go to Climate won’t come to 
places like Artaud,”’ says Fowler. ‘‘But 
nonetheless the audience development 
Climate is doing is crucial. Plus they’re 
supporting a whole bunch of artists no 
one else can help. Where else could a 
Cintra Wilson go to do Juvee or 
Dognite?”’ 

As if to make their commitment to 
performance work official, Bullock 
and Crosby have recently changed the 
name of their space to Climate Theatre. 
They’ve also attained nonprofit status 
for the organization so they can seek 
more foundation and government 
grants to support it. 

But the pair has too much business 
savvy to rely solely on grants at a time 
when arts funding is diminishing. They 
will continue to co-produce occasional 
Glas Haus events — in fact, there’s one 
coming up on Saturday, March 18th at 
The Galleria. And they’ve also in- 
stituted the ‘‘All Ball’? parties at the 
Embassy Ballroom on a regular basis, 
as direct benefits for the Climate and 
other theater groups. The next one, 
slated for Saturday, April Ist, will be a 
wacko fashion extravaganza called the 
“Loose-Heel Ball.”’ 

“Glas Haus has supported Joe and 
me so we could work for nothing at the 
Climate,’’ notes Crosby. ‘‘But now we 
have two other employees here and we 
need to generate money to pay them. 
We're looking for as much grant money 
as we can get. But the parties are a faster 
and more fun way to make money than 
sending out a letter to your mailing list 
asking them for $10 donations.”’ 

Adds Bullock, ‘‘The All Ball thing is 
a project that will probably take a while 
to get off the ground. We lost money on 
the first, broke even on the second and 
made some money on the last one. But 
we want to do them for more reasons 
than money. They’ll give us the chance 
to create some bigger events with art- 
ists. We’ve worked with George Coates 
on one and want to do another with 
him, and we plan to do one in May with 
Duck’s Breath Mystery Theatre.”’

The Bay Area celebrates St. Pat's Day 
with a multitude of events

ERHAPS A BIGGER deal 
in this country, the actual 
day honoring Ireland’s 
patron saint spans several 
days of celebratory activ- 
ities. Because Palm Sunday falls on the 
19th, organizers of the St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade scheduled it for the pre- 
vious Sunday, contributing to the ex- 
tended observance of the ‘‘day.’’ Many 
events, including the parade, thus oc- 
curred this past week, but the day 
eliciting all the anticipation is yet to 
come. Tom Mylett, spokesperson for 
the United Irish Societies, a combina- 
tion of the city’s more than 30 Irish 
organizations, claims that ‘‘on St. 
Patrick’s Day, everyone is Irish.”” 

While the Bay Area may evoke a bit 
of Dublin during this week or simply 
reflect a jumbled interpretation, its ver- 
sion of the celebration reflects the 
area’s own particular quirks. The tradi- 
tional St. Patrick’s Day snake races 
were cancelled last year after the SPCA 
lodged protests with the race’s sponsor, 
radio station KABL. 

“It’s a real credit to the station and 
community that the event has been 
called off,’’ says the SPCA’s Lynn 
Stivak. According to Stivak, the race 
caused ‘‘undue stress’ to the animals 
when the snakes were made to slither 
down chutes to a finish line, encouraged 
by the banging of sticks on the chutes.

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"THE PERILS 
OF DOUCHING

HE WOMEN’S move- 

ment is floundering, 

haunted by ghosts thought 

long buried. One of the in- 

’ dicators that we’re taking a 
step backward is that women are 
douching again and no one is stepping 
forward to rattle the chains. Where is 
the outrage? Where are the women like 
Germaine Greer, who said of douches 
and feminine sprays: ‘‘I never saw 
anyone overcome by vaginal fumes’’? 

Routine douching was thrown out 
with the wash water back in the 1960s, 
with the inception of the women’s 
health movement. A growing aware- 
ness of female physiology and bodily 
functions, coupled with the ban on hex- 
achlorophene (which was a common 
douche ingredient), reduced the 
lucrative douche market from its peak 
annual sales of $300 million in the early 
’60s to about $15 million by 1970. 
Douching was shown to be unnecessary, 
sometimes harmful for the normal, 
healthy woman, especially in light of the 
unknown long-term effects of the ingre- 
dients on the vaginal mucosa. 

So what has happened? Why have 
sales of feminine hygiene products 
more than doubled since 1980, and why 
are medicated douche sales expected to 
grow by 25 percent every year? In 1985, 
douche sales went up to $100 million, 
and in the first quarter of 1987 sales of 
disposable douches alone reached $150 
million. If we know so much about our 
bodies, our selves, why have we gone 
back to using an outmoded and un- 
necessary product? We haven’t — our 
daughters have. 

Teenagers and women in their 20s are 
douching more and using more sprays. 
The alarming aspect of this is that these 
products are touted as being safe and nat-

ural, when they have changed little since 
they were first introduced in the 1940s. 
They are comprised of active ingredients 
such as surfecants (which lower surface 
tension of the vaginal walls to allow bet- 
ter detergency), astringents (which cause 
blood vessels and tissues to contract), 
mucolytics (which reduce vaginal 
mucous) or disinfectants (to destroy 
disease-producing germs and sub- 
stances); and inactive ingredients, which 
are chiefly artificial colors, alcohol, 
water, essential oils (menthol, eucalyp- 
tus, etc.) and particulate materials 
(silica, talcs, cornstarch) and fragrances. 

They still contain ingredients that are 
toxic, possibly carcinogenic and 
mutagenic (have the ability to change 
the genes of certain types of bacterial 
cells when mixed with them in a test 
tube). And douche manufacturers are 
not required to list all inactive ingre- 
dients, and never list the percentages of 
the active ingredients (a spokesperson 
at Massengill told me the information 
was ‘‘proprietary’’). 

One of the ingredients approved for 
use in douches is phenol (carbolic acid), 
which, according to the latest FDA 
findings, ‘‘is a toxic chemical which is 
rapidly absorbed through normal skin 
and ... there is little doubt that 
rapid absorption into the bloodstream 
would occur after application to the 
vaginal mucosa.’’ Further, as little as 
1.5g ingested orally can cause nausea, 
vomiting, circulatory collapse, coma 
and cardiac failure. 

The simple solution would, of course, 
be to avoid douches containing phenol. 
But phenol is only the tip of the iceberg. 
In 1972, the FDA began a mass review 
of over-the-counter drugs. The review 
included 17 general categories of inter- 
nal and external drugs. The panel that 
convened to study douche ingredients, 
which first met on August 2, 1973, con- 
sisted of toxicologists, physicians and 
scientists. The purpose was to test the 
75 labeled douche ingredients in accor- 
dance with today’s standards for safety 
and effectiveness. Data was submitted 
to the panels by manufacturers, con- 
sumer groups and interested in- 


dividuals. Again and again, through- 
out the report, the panel found “‘insuf- 
ficient data’ to determine the safety 
and/or effectiveness of many of the in- 
gredients found in douches. 

In fact, the panel disapproved of all 
combination products (douches with 
more than one active ingredient), 
giving conditional approval for only 
eight combinations and rejecting the 
rest as downright unsafe. The panel 
subsequently questioned ‘‘the lack of 
information on the possible absorption 
of many ingredients from the vagina in- 
to the systemic circulation.” 

While manufacturers would be fool- 
ish to deliberately market an ingredient 
they know is harmful, the problem is 
they don’t know the long-term effects, 
even though some of the products have 
been on the market for nearly 50 years. 
A good example of this is boric acid, 
another popular douche ingredient, 
which is classified as being moderately 
to highly toxic. Boron compounds have 
been in use in various antiseptic pro- 
ducts since 1875. But after reports of 
poisonings resulting from misuse were 
circulated, it fell into disfavor. High 
levels of boron compounds can cause 
changes in the central nervous system, 
convulsions, delirium and comas. 

As with many of the ingredients, the 
FDA’s panel was “‘unable to conclude 
that boron compounds are safe or not,” 
and decided to allow their continued use 
until more tests can be conducted and a 
final monograph issued. These mono- 
graphs have been known to take decades 
to complete, mainly due to budget cuts 
and red tape. So, even though the panel 
rejected and disapproved of many of the 
douche ingredients, they can be and still 
are being used. 

The American College of Obstetrics 
and Gynecologists takes a strong stand 
on the harmful and unnecessary prac- 
tice of using sprays and douching with 
products containing strong chemical 
solutions. Dr. JoAnn Pinkerton, who 
directs the OB/Gyn clinic at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia Hospital, said in a 
recent interview that douching is not 
medically necessary for most women, 
except when a specific treatment is 
prescribed by a physician. 

Pinkerton said she advises women to 
douche if they feel they need to, but 
only with vinegar solutions (one table- 
spoon to one quart of water). She ex- 
plained that the vagina protects itself 
from infection with the presence of lac- 
tobacillus (a helpful bacteria that keeps 
the pH level normal and prevents other 
bacteria from causing infection). Fre- 
quent douching can kill the lacto- 
bacillus, making it easier for other, 
harmful bacteria to colonize and cause 
infection, and can also force other 
organisms further into the vagina. 

The women’s health movement dis- 
pelled much of the fear and myth about 
our bodies, giving us the information we 
needed to make informed choices. Our 
daughters, who didn’t experience the 
wave of activism that accompanied the 
women’s movement, are experiencing a 
new kind of market repositioning. Like 
a recurring nightmare, douches have 
returned to haunt another generation. Mf 
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it, can Climate really keep going? Even 
with just 49 seats to fill, hits like Mona 
Rogers are exceedingly rare — and peo- 
ple who loved Mona don’t necessarily 
come back for a more serious piece by, 
say, John O’Keefe. Building costs are 
also rising, especially in a gentrifying 
neighborhood. And even though rents 
have surged, the nightlife boom Bul- 
lock envisioned. on Ninth Street hasn’t 
really panned out. 

“Tt turns out that the hot new 
restaurants sprang up down on Folsom 
Street between Seventh and Eighth 
Streets, instead of here,’’ he says. 
“That big triangle with Slim’s and the 
Paradise Lounge and the DNA is just 


mobbed now at night. But this area has 
become dead, like a ghost town.”’ 

Given its unique situation, the 
Climate Theatre could prove to be a 
very interesting test case for the viabili- 
ty of keeping alternative theater alive in 
SOMA, and for the potential of con- 
verting nighthawk party boys and girls 
into confirmed theater-lovers. It’s too 
soon to say whether Bullock and Cros- 
by have met either challenge, but a lot 
of their colleagues are rooting for 
them. 

“‘T think Joegh’s a real pioneer, and 
he’s doing very good work there,”’ 
declares Susanna Montana, acity plan- 
ner and noted SOMA arts activist. “‘I 
think if he can makeit, it will encourage 
other people to move in and do things 
in the neighborhood.”’ 

Rennie Pritikin, director of the near- 


by New Langton Arts center, adds, 
“What Joegh’s doing is interesting 
because he’s trying to keep one foot in 
each world — the nightclub, and the 
arts scene. No one else is doing that. I 
tend to think that the people who go to 
Joegh’s parties are not going to the 
Climate. But it’s an idea that’s worth 
trying.”’ 

And Mark Rennie, who’s been hyped 
and panned for his own attempts to mix 
avant-garde art with commerce, says it 
all comes down to the bottom line. 
“Climate is a very important space 
because the people who run it are very 
astute, artistically and entrepre- 
neurially,”’ stresses Rennie. ‘‘In order to 
survive in the ’90s you have to have both 
of those skills. I know Climate will be 
there in five years, because I know Joegh 
will find the money to keep it going.’’ 
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YaYa’s chef and owner, Yahya Salih, stokes the fire underneath an order of lamb kabobs. 





DISAPPOINTING 
EXPERIMENT 


YaYa's blend of Middle Eastern and California cuisine falls flat

ULINARY INSPIRA- 
TION or confused food 
suffering from mediocrity? 
YaYa, a relatively new 
South of Market restaurant, 
tries to combine Middle Eastern ingre- 
dients and cooking styles with California 
cuisine. Artful and sensitive blending of 
ingredients is welcome and refreshing in 
this day of food craziness. Skillful chefs 
can produce seemingly new flavors for us 
simply by playing with traditional com- 
binations of foods. However, a shallow 
awareness and understanding of cuisines 
and how to form a graceful merge can 
result in equally shallow food. Despite 
being touted as one of the Bay Area’s 
“*brightest new dining spots,’’ YaYa too 
often turns out food in this category. 

The small dining room, with tables too 
close for comfort, is pleasant and lively, 
and service is friendly and casual. There 
does seem to be much confusion about 
the wine list, however. The first night we 
perused the very small and uninspired list 
and made a logical choice. It turned out 
that only two red wines were available 
that evening. 

Our waiter explained that the wine list 
wes “‘in transition,” and in two days 
there would be a new, improved and ex- 
panded list. Two days later there was only 
one red wine available and no new list. 
Port was also not a possibility because 
“‘we dor’t have any port glasses.” 

YaYa’s four appetizers are a mixture 
of Latin, Scandinavian, Italian and Mid- 
dle Eastern foods. Grilled Japanese egg- 
plant with pomegranate sauce and salsa 
($3.75) was tasty indeed. The small por- 
tion of grilled eggplant on a bed of 
smooth (pomegranate?) sauce with a pi- 


quant salsa made a light and interesting 
appetizer. The sauce tasted like tahini in- 
stead of pomegranates, but... . 

Yellow lentils with prosciutto and 
tomato concasse ($3.75), a warm, gar- 
licky and very peppery bed of orange- 
colored, undercooked lentils dotted with 
pieces of prosciutto and sweet tomato, 
was a wonderful taste combination. A 
pleasant texture, but painful for the 
body, undercooked lentils should not be 
served under any condition. 

Four salads are offered in addition to 
the appetizers. A bland and wilted red 
cabbage salad ($3.75), described as ‘‘cab- 
bage marinated in goat cheese with water- 
cress in a walnut oil vinaigrette,’’ was 
disappointing, to say the least.. Mushy 
cabbage with some residue of tasteless 
goat cheese and absolutely no taste of 
walnut oil needed a garnish of walnuts 
and some other textures and colors to 
help it along. 

Chicken salad with vegetables and 
cilantro aioli ($6) was visually appealing 
and quite good. Shredded chicken nap- 
ped with a thick cilantro mayonnaise was 
encircled with a colorful melange of 
sauteed fresh vegetables. 

Entrees are served with nutty bulgar 
wheat with sauteed mushrooms, pine 
nuts and almonds. Fluffy and light, this 
side dish is subtle in flavor and quite 
pleasing. All but two of the entrees are 
“‘kabobs,”’ described as freshly ground 
meats or poultry with herbs and spices 
added, shaped into patties and then 
grilled. The menu is deceiving, as the last 
two entrees are quail and prawns, which 
aren’t ground but are still listed with all 
the other ground and grilled kabobs. 

Pork marinated in orange and lemon 
zest with apricot sauce ($7.50) is a coarse, 
bland mixture of pork and seemingly 


nothing else, formed into cylinders and 
grilled. The sauce finished with butter 
had no sign of apricots in taste or ap- 
pearance. The same chicken salad mix- 
ture of sauteed mixed vegetables encircled 
the meat and sauce. 

Duck marinated in cardamom with ta- 
hini sauce ($9.50) could have been any 
ground meat, as it tasted nothing like 
duck. Dry and missing the delicate and 
distinctive taste of cardamom, these 
kabobs were once again served with the 
same sauteed vegetables. Don’t get me 
wrong: Sweet peas, peppers, squash, 
snow peas, carrots, broccoli and 
cauliflower make a wonderful vegetable 
saute, especially when cooked quickly 


_and lightly, as YaYa does. But serving the 


same vegetable combination with every 
entree shows a lack of creativity and sen- 
sitivity to the character of each entree. 

The whole quail ($11), grilled to 
perfection and served with a tomato 
ginger sauce, was tender and very flavor- 
ful. Prawns marinated in dill with sumac 
sauce ($12.50), a generous portion of 
average-tasting prawns with once again 
no sign of dill or sumac, was served 
with. . . the same vegetables. 

YaYa could be brave and daring. Au- 
thentic Middle Eastern cuisine is deep, in- 
tense and rich with flavors and spices. 
Adding California influences can be ex- 
citing, but why dilute a wonderfully ex- 
Otic cuisine like this? With a bit more 
study and experimentation, YaYa could 
put out some excellent food. At this 
point, it feels flatandwithoutsoul.

STANDING UP FOR SUCCESS 


RICHARD TRASK isn’t your typical 
wild’n’crazy comic. No hand puppets, no 
glasses with a nose attached, no swinging the 
microphone around by the cord. Even without 
catchy segues to lead the audience from bit to 
bit, the 24-year-old Trask walked away with 
first place at last month’s Bay Area Black 
Comedy Competition. He won, he says, 
because he was the last comic to go on. 

The objective observer would say that Trask 
won the old-fashioned way: He told jokes. His 
slightly self-effacing but not-quite-modest style 
took the audience (and possibly the judges) by 
surprise. The SRO crowd at the Calvin 
Simmons Theater in Oakland roared its 
approval for the second home-towner to win 
the competition in two years. Last year’s 
winner, Mark Curry, was master of ceremonies 
for the event, which has sold out all rounds 
since its inception in 1987. 

‘‘When I was in L.A. trying to develop, 
everyone tried to put me in a Gary Coleman 
mold . . . they told me, ‘do short jokes, Rich, 
you’ll get over.’ L.A.’s a gimmicky town.’’ 
Trask is short — just under five feet tall — and 
it is very noticeable. But he doesn’t use it. 
“Some of my jokes are about being short,’’ he 
says, ‘‘but most of my material overshadows 
my height.’’ Trask maintains that he didn’t 
expect to win, but in the next breath says that 
he’s been preparing for something like this 
since the first time he stepped on stage. 

He’s got a clean act, so he’s not following 
exactly the pattern of his idol, Eddie Murphy. 
“I admire Eddie for his stage presence, the way 
he walks on stage . . . his strength. Stylisti- 
cally, and for timing, I look more to David 
Letterman.”’ He says he realized a long time 
ago that ‘‘it was way too easy to be serious. In 
stand-up, you can work all the time, you can 
see progress, you learn something every night.’’ 

Trask can be found on stage, learning 
regularly at the Punchline in San Francisco on 
open mike nights. He is also currently working 
on an independently produced film and will be 
appearing at the Hyatt Regency on Hegen- 
berger Road in Oakland on Saturday, April Ist.

Has Fat Thighs, an all-women theater collective, with a name straight out of the ’70s and theater: The 
an agenda straight out of the ’80s. The assumption supporting this ten-woman collective Moon Has Fat 
is that everyone is creative, and ‘‘what we need is a vehicle.’’ Now in its third year, The Thighs performs 
Moon Has Fat Thighs is a theater about women ‘‘because we’re all women,’’ a theater from a feminist 
committed to the empowerment of its players and the possibilities of action. ‘“We come perspective. 


from the feeling of ‘I Can,’ whether or not we’ve been in theater before. We want to 
break down the elitism in art, to incite everyone’s personal theater,’’ says K. Ruby, one 
of the collective’s members. 3 

Women-only for ten different philosophical reasons, the Moon addresses issues of 
being female in the context of expanding theater possibilities and developing a 
recognizable female aesthetic. ‘“This work is about content,’’ says member Christina 
Lewis. ‘‘It is the practice of an alternative way of acting politically by allowing one 
another to be creative and to share power among ourselves.’’ What’s news about this 
collective is not so much their commitment to their femaleness, or that their collective is 
all women, but that their practice of using theater is a way to justify and understand their 
experiences. ‘‘Our premise is not to work in opposition to men, just separate from them. 
We're practicing action, not reaction, using theater as a place to work through our 
lives,”’ says K. Ruby. 

The Moon’s newest performance, Hysteria, Tales of the Wandering Womb, is a 
collage of music, dance, filmed images and performance. It plays March 17th-19th at 
8pm, New College Valencia Center, SF. $5-$10, no one turned away for lack of funds.

More of the bestis yet to come at the SF International Film Festival

Glassy-eyed film buffs who haven't left the 
Kabuki in the past week may get some fresh 
air Saturday if they choose to see the San 
Francisco International Film Festival's pro- 
grams at the Castro Theater that day. Or 
they can stay at the Kabuki through Sunday 
night, when the Festival closes with the new 
French dramedy, La Lectrice, starring 
Miou-Miou. 

The Castro shows begin at 1:30 pm Satur- 
day with Joseph L. Mankiewicz’s bitingly 
satirical 1954 melodrama The Barefoot Con- 
tessa. Not as revered as his All About Eve, 
it’s darker, less funny and more melodrama- 
tic (if memory serves), a look at the glamour 
of jet-setters when jets were still a novelty. It 
also bit the hand of the movie industry and 
gave Ava Gardner art to imitate her life — 
or did her life later imitate this art? It was so 
long ago. 

At 4:30 pm Fritz Lang’s Die Nibelungen 
will be shown in two 140-minute parts with 
a dinner break between. Dennis James will 
accompany the 1924 German epic on the 
Castro’s Wurlitzer, and even at $18 tickets 
are expected to sell out. 

Also expected to sell out is the late show 
(11:15 pm), Julien Temple's Earth Girls Are 
Easy, a sci-fi comedy with Geena Davis and 
Jeff Goldblum that won't have a theatrical 
run until mid-May. On the same bill is Dick, 
a locally-made short in which women dis- 
cuss male organs. 

Meanwhile, the Kabuki continues to fill 
four screens and Pacific Film Archive one, 
with films whose subject matter ranges from 
Thelonious Monk to an Armenian monk; an 
Italian Western, a Cuban comedy and a 
Chekhovian drama from Egypt. 

There are two in-person tributes in the 
closing days. On Thurs/16 at 8 pm Joseph L. 
Mankiewicz will receive the Festival's Akira 
Kurosawa Award for lifetime achievement. 
He'll answer questions and introduce one of 
his lesser-known films, People Will Talk. 
Hong Kong hero Jackie Chan will get the 
tribute treatment on Sun/19 at 3 pm, with a 
Q&A session and clips of action highlights 
from his films. 

See last week’s Bay Guardian for reviews 
of many of the films that will be repeated 
this weekend. A few more are reviewed 
below, and we'll see you at the Festival to 
learn about the others together. 


EVENING BELL 

The riveting opening scene in 
Wu Ziniu’s taut, set-in-1945- 
China-with-minimal-dialogue 
film has Japanese soldiers 
committing collective suicide at 
the news their country has sur- 
rendered. Following this, a 
battle-hardened quintet of 
Chinese soldiers struggles 
across an area devastated by 
the Japanese. They come 
across a wounded Japanese 
soldier, who leads them to a 
cave concealing an arms dump 
and 32 of his heavily armed 
countrymen. The rest is the 
tense, heart-wrenchingly acted, 
never-lets-up-for-a-moment 
standoff between the two sides, 
enhanced by a pulsating score, 
sensational scenery and Ziniu’s 
extraordinary impartiality where 
the enemy's concerned that 
will leave audiences over- 
whelmed. (Thurs/16 at 6:30 pm 
and Fri/17at 4:30 pm at the 
Kabuki, SF; Sat/18 at 7:30 pm 
at Pacific Film Archive, Berk.)

THE EYE ABOVE THE WELL 


Dutch director Johan van der 
Keuken’'s beautifully photo- 
graphed, set-in-southwestern- 
India film begins and ends with 
a provocative saying, too long 
to quote here, that is difficult to 
reconcile with what lies in be- 
tween.

You'd never guess from Don 
Askarian's enigmatic film that 
it's inspired by the life of 
Komitas, a born-in-1869 Arme- 
nian monk/composer who 
spent his last 20 years in men- 
tal hospitals after witnessing 
the Turks’ 1915 slaughter of 
over 2 million of his coun- 
trymen. What you will see, 
however, is some startlingly 
beautiful imagery as walls 
weep, a manuscript’s half- 
hidden by vines and photo- 
graphs are framed in foliage as 
everything slowly trickles, top- 
ples, spills or crumbles away 
Does it all depict a state of 
mind? Is imagery alone 
enough? Only you can decide.

Nine-year-old 
Yasser, whose hero is Robin 
Hood, befriends a sharecrop- 
per's son against his mother's 
wishes; his parents divorce; his 
already-divorced aunt flirts with 
the police chief for whatever 
leverage it can gain the family. 
A 20-year-later epilogue holds a 
few surprises, including that 
Yasser still enjoys male compa- 
nionship, in a film the director 
describes as semi-autobio- 
graphical.

The two most fascinating 
facets of Gaston Kabore'’s film 
are its detailed opening scenes 
of African village life, and its 
theme of forced government 
urbanization and media censor- 
ship of the villagers. When 
Joseph Nikiema and his wife 
move from their village to a 
concrete blockhouse in the ci- 
ty, their rich neighbors want 
Nikiema’s land on the city’s 
outskirts for a swimming pool.

Randy Quaid’s promotion to super- 
visor at Toxico, a chemical company 
specializing in defoliants and ex- 
periments on cadavers, has occasioned 
the move from Massachusetts to this 
Indiana subdivision home, which Mary 
Beth Hurt, Quaid’s loving (house)wife, 
will dutifully care for. Their ten-year- 
old son Michael (Bryan Madorsky), 
from whose viewpoint much of the film

is shot, has adjustment problems. He’s 
afraid of the dark and has nightmares 
about drowning in blood. 

Michael is a strange kid, but his 
parents may be even stranger, if we ac- 
cept his perspective on them. But re- 
member, seeing them making love is 
more startling to him than a classmate’s 
(Juno Mills-Cockell) claim that she 
comes from the moon. Even school psy- 
chologist Sandy Dennis, who was ob- 
viously directed to ‘‘do Sandy Dennis,’’ 
isn’t sure what to make of the boy. 

If you know cannibalism is going to 
enter into the plot, you’ll get extra 
chuckles out of early references to 
food, especially meat, and you won’t 
be surprised when Michael discovers 
that the wine cellar doubles as an

Mindgames 

You'd think that when a 
marriage is on the rocks and 
the couple involved sets out on 
a motor home trip to try to 
salvage it, the company of 
strangers is the last thing 
they'd want. Not in Bob Yari's 
so-called psychological thriller, 
as Edward Albert and Shawn 
Weatherly’s ten-year-old son 
Matt Norero latches on the 
flute-playing Maxwell Caulfield, 
and Albert takes him along for 
the ride, over Weatherly’s pro- 
tests. Caulfield announces 
he’s studying abnormal 
psychology, but has all the 
menace of a flat tire as his 
one aberrational moment con- 
sists of taking Norero along on 
a completely unmotivated 
case of breaking into and 
vandalizing a remote cabin. 


Weatherly hints vaguely at her 
dissatisfaction at being only a 
wife and mother when she 
could have been an interior 
decorator — granted, a motor 
home doesn't give her much 
scope — but the movie's so 
boring and the ending so 
unbelievable, you'd have a 
much more exciting time play- 
ing mind games with Vanna 
White. (St. Francis, SF; 
Rockridge, Oakl.) 


Farewell To The King 
It's 1942 Malaysia, and 
Corregidor survivor Nick 
Nolte’s braving a raging sea 
storm in a small skiff. Enjoy, 
since this is as exciting as it 
gets. Washed ashore on 
Borneo, he immediately 
deserts. Flash forward three 
years. English officer Nigel 
Havers parachutes into 
Borneo to stir up the tribes 
against Japanese rule. He’s 
immediately surrounded by 
Dayak headhunters who take 


him to their king — guess 
who! Why, Nolte, of course. 
He’s now united the tribes, 
forged a nation and created 
his own paradise, which has 
nothing to do with war. But 
war's on his doorstep, and 
Havers hotfoots it to the 
British and American high 
commands and has them sign 
a treaty to save Nolte’s ter- 
ritories from occupation. The 
rest is history. Sort of. What's 
incredible is that despite the 
saga-like story, lush locale and 
Nolte, John Milius’ movie 
never comes to life. The press 
kit offers two biographical 
clues. In one Milius states, 
“I’m not a director,” and the 
other reveals he last directed 
Red Dawn. Royal, SF; Shat- 
tuck, Berk.; Piedmont, Oak.) 


Skin Deep 

The only person with talent in 
Blake Edwards’ latest tangle 
with tasteless trivia is Peter 
Donat, who has the aplomb to 
commit suicide early on. 


Otherwise, it’s a considerably 
less-than-skin-deep ego trip for 
John Ritter who's 42 and, 
would you believe, a great 
novelist, a great playwright 
and a great screenwriter, none 
of which talents are anywhere 
visibly in use, especially in his 
f—-, s—, etc.-studded 
vocabulary. He’s also an 
alcoholic and an obsessive 
womanizer who'd make John 
Tower appear positively 
virginal. Between sexual 
sashays with a female body 
builder, a nurse, a casual 
pickup, and trying to hold on 
the ex-wife Alyson Reed, he 
pours out his problems to 
bartender Vincent Gardenia, 
whose c—k s——r responses 
continue to keep Skin Deep 
knee-deep in naughty words. 
There are a couple of comic 
moments, but not enough to 
make this movie anything 
other than, at best, humor at 
its most thick-skinned, and 
certainly not worth poring 
over. (Galaxy, SF; UA, Berk.; 
Grand Lake, Oak.) |

Lazy Lester: Animportant link in the history of Louisiana blues. 


Cris Williamson & Teresa Trull, 
Country Blessed (Second Wave) 
Opening with a rousing country call to 
“Keep On,’ playing the kind of momentum 
and finesse familiar to fans of Emmy Lou 
Harris’ original Hot Band, this brilliant 
collaboration, between two of the finest 
voices to soar out of the women’s music 
scene, is a roots move in the very best 
sense. Trull explores hidden recesses of 
her heart by reaching back to her Carolina 
bluegrass and gospel heritage, and 
Williamson unleashes her most powerful 
singing since her pioneering 1975 debut 
The Changer and the Changed. This is an 
album of amazing scope, from the good- 
time cowgirl romp of ‘Calamity Jane’’ and 
the fiery swing through ‘‘Shady Glen’ to the 
tender mercies of ‘‘Molly’s Sky’’ and 
“Mother, Mother" and the contemporary 
pop-soul of ‘‘All the Love.” For those who 
have hungered for more of Williamson's 
stunning vocals (or for those who somehow 
missed out on the magic because of the 
“women's music”’ tag) and for those who 
relish the way Trull combines diverse musi- 
cal strains into a seamless personal sound, 
this may well be the pop revelation of the 
year. Probably the best ‘‘alternative’’ 
record producer in the Bay Area, Trull 
recruited superb musicians to fit the shifting 
demands of an ambitious country/folk/ 
pop/rock/soul amalgam and crafted a 
deeply layered, gleamingly defined sound. 
Among the many important contributions 
— too many to list in detail — are the bass 
and drums grooves of Benny Rietveld and 
Kevin Hayes, Tim O'Brien's fiddle and vocal 
harmonies, Rob Ickes’ dobro, the guitars of 
Paul Davis, Jim Nunley and Mike Marshall 
and the keyboards of Phil Aaberg, Nick Milo 
and John Bucchino. Above all, however, 
this is a singer's album, epitomized by 
Williamson's inspired performance on Gary 
Marks’ ballad ‘‘Soulful Days”’ and Trull’s 
exuberance on ‘Shady Glen," and 
approaching that awesome standard on 
nearly every blessed track. (Cris Williamson 
and Teresa Trull will perform in Zellerbach 
Auditorium on May 12th.)

Lazy Lester, Harp & Soul (Alligator) 
The rediscovery of Lazy Lester (Leslie 
Johnson) restores an important link in the 
history of Louisiana blues. A valuable 
“contributor to producer Jay Miller's 
legendary late '50s and early '60s Excello 
label recordings at the Crowley, Louisiana 
studio, Lester blew harmonica in an 
idiosyncratic style, defining the elastic, 
“swampy’’ sound that would influence such 
later acts as the Fabulous Thunderbirds. On 
this second ‘'comeback"’ recording for 
Chicago's premiere blues label, Lester's 
distinctive harp style flows like molasses 
around his earnest, gruff vocals on such 


songs as ‘‘l’m a Man,” “Raining in My 
Heart,"’ “Dark End of the Street" and a 
couple of originals. The band is solid and 
supportive, although not as dark and other- 
worldly as the old Crowley units, and is most 
notable for the work of Kenny Neal, a 
Louisiana-bred guitarist whose father, 
Raful, used to play with Lester. Neal's guitar 
and Lester's singularly expressive blues 
harp give Harp & Soul the quirky edges of 
personality sometimes missing in contem- 
porary blues recordings. (Lazy Lester plays 
at Larry Blake’s in Berkeley on Thurs/16, at 
the Battle of the Harmonicas on Sat/18, and 
is reunited with Jay Miller session “swamp 
boogie”’ pianist Katie Webster at Slim's on 
Wed/22.)

Ciccone Youth, The Whitey Album 
(Blast First) 

One doesn't have to hate Sonic Youth (a 
band for which | have only limited tolerance) 
to find this particular version of it wholly 
obnoxious. From the name of the band (a 
take-off on... Madonna! Get it?!!) to its 
deadpan lyrics, to the phony names the 
members give themselves on the inner 
sleeve (The Royal Tuff Titty, ss beat control, 
etc.) the whole thing just reeks of 
pretension. Talk about a case of the 
emperor having no clothes on: This is the 
thinnest excuse for new material I've ever 
heard — “Into the Groovey”’ is more than 
two years old, and “Addicted to Love" only 
points out how sharp the original is — as 
well as how incredibly sluggish the drum 
sound on every Sonic/Ciccone/Clone Youth 
LP is. How long are all these bands going to 
go aroundinsisting that poor production isa 
production value in itself, like we're not 
smart enough to know they're lazy, cheap 
or just plain full of it? 

Ciccone Youth makes me wonder if, in 
1968, there were people like me who were 
rubbed totally raw by the Velvet Under- 
ground (Sonic Youth's cultural forebears). 
Probably. But even if there were, at least 
they couldn’t complain, as | can, that the 
utter arty fartiness of it all was at its best 
somewhat tuneful and at its worst 
completely derivative. (Pop quiz: What 
Minnéapolis-based band first thought of 
deconstructing stupid songs from the '70s 
and '80s in order to make a comment on 
pop music, and manage to do it without 
being patronizing or just plain bad?) | mean, 
it's not like Ciccone Youth is actually good 
at rap. 

And as for the Cult of Kim: Keep in mind 
that this is a woman who used to be into 
Oingo Boingo. The Whitey Album is one 
giant, not very funny in-joke with a built-in 
defense system. If you complain, the 
followers of this band can look supercilious 
and sniff at how low-brow you are. Oh, so is 
that what they meant by kill your idols?

RMED WITH ONLY 
a guitar and a blazing 
reputation, Michelle 
Shocked recently re- 
turned to the scene of 
her alleged crime. On the cover of 
her major-label debut, Short Sharp 
Shocked, the folksinger is pictured in 
the black-gloved grasp of a San Fran- 
cisco policeman. The photo was not 
posed; it captures Shocked being choked 
during a very real demonstration. 

During the first of Shocked’s two 
sold-out shows at Great American 
Music Hall, the album cover cop 
noticed his victim’s name on the 
marquee and strolled in to ask for an 
autographed copy of the record. He did 
manage to get backstage to shake 
Shocked’s hand. When the singer 
related the story to the audience during 
her late show, she noted that her friend 
Dave told the officer, ‘“‘You been 
stranglin’ people in high places.’’ And 
she summed up the incident with “‘I 
was goin’ to say it’s nice to be back, I’ll 
just say it’s strange to be here.”’ 

If the cop was surreally unclear on 
the concept — letting the stardust in his 
eyes blur the fact that all he and 
Shocked had in common was an act of 
official violence across a wide political

gap — Shocked showed herself to be 
uncommonly clear on her role as anew 
folk heroine. She is a star: Tickets for 
her two Music Hall shows, billed with 
the also hot Cowboy Junkies, sold out 
an hour after they went on sale, and 
scores of fans stood in line for standing 
room admission. But she still presents 
herself as the street punk who hangs out 
with squatters, graffiti artists, skate- 
board thrashers and fomenters of 
revolution, much the way Woody 
Guthrie rode the rails with migrant 
workers, hobos and Communist Party 
organizers. Onstage, dressed in black, 
with her short hair tucked into a fisher- 
man’s cap, she looked a lot like the 
young Bob Dylan as he appeared on his 
debut album. 

Accompanying herself on acoustic 
guitar, Shocked played off this legacy 
for all it was worth. In addition to her 
own songs about her East Texas child- 
hood, long-distance friendships, ironic 
visions of old age, police brutality and 
right-wing evangelicalism, Shocked 
borrowed Steve Goodman’s ‘‘Ballad 
of Penny Evans,’’ about a woman 
whose husband was killed in Vietnam, 
and Huddie Ledbetter’s ‘‘Midnight 
Special.’’ Introducing the latter, she 
simultaneously called upon and made 
fun of the folkie tradition, noting that 
“according to my folksinger’s con- 
tract, not only do I have to impose my 
moral, social and political views upon 
you, I have to get you to sing along.” 
For her final encore she called up the 
very unfolkie Al Shivitz from the San 


Francisco band M.D.C. (as in “‘More 
Dead Cops”’) to help her sing, ‘‘the 
secret to a long life is knowing when 
to go.”’ 

Shocked sang and spoke in a strong, 
clear, often beautiful voice that sounded 
much older and wiser than you might 
expect from such a fresh face with its 
beaming ear-to-ear grin. She has packed 
a lot of experience into her quarter 
decade. Yet Shocked hasn’t resolved all 
the contradictions in her approach to 
her small-town roots and her politics. 
Her ‘‘East Texas trilogy’’ (encompass- 
ing the Yam-boree queen, ““Memories 
of East Texas” and ‘“‘V.F.D.’”) waxed 
nostalgic about the hills and creeks of 
her homeland but expressed little em- 
pathy for the people, whose ‘‘lives ran 
in circles so small.”’ Similarly, although 


‘she pitched such causes as Seeds for 


Peace, the Christic Institute and the 


Greens, she didn’t satisfactorily ex- 


plain the political motives for ex- 
patriating herself to London, alluding 
to England’s tradition of opposition 
politics as if such a legacy doesn’t exist 
here. She seems to have left certain 
political gaps unbridged herself. 

Although she emerges from a differ- 
ent milieu, and has captured the ears of 
a different audience, Shocked is in fact 
part of a diverse continuum of contem- 
porary folk-oriented activists, from Si 
Kahn, who was performing that same 
night at Julie’s Place in Berkeley (rais- 
ing money for his Grassroots Leader- 
ship projects that mobilize Southerners 
around labor, race, women’s, environ- 
mental and civil rights issues), to 
Ferron and other women identified 
with the lesbian-feminist movement. 
That she misses, ignores or slights 
those connections enlarges Shocked’s 
anarchistic, rigorously individualistic 
image, and may even give her a wider 
appeal. How she handles those connec- 
tions in the future will have a lot 
to do with shaping Shocked’s music, 
politics and career, and it’s sure to 
be intriguing. 


Canada’s Cowboy Junkies were 
artful (performing in the dim light 
of several dozen candles), pretentious 
(only singer Margo Timmins faced the 
audience — the rest formed a semi- 
circle facing inward — and she spent 
most of her time clinging to the mike 
stand with her long hair swaying over 
her face) and musically fascinating 
(imagine elements of the Band, Flying 
Burrito Brothers, Canned Heat, the 
Velvet Underground and Fairport 
Convention slowed down to 16 rpm). 
The basic quartet of Timmins, her 
brothers Michael, guitar, and Peter, 
drums, and Alan Anton, bass, was 
augmented by an accordionist, a pedal 
steel player and a utility fiddle/ 
mandolin/harmonica man. They only 
performed three songs from their 
highly touted second LP, The Trinity 
Session, including ‘‘Miguided Angel’’ 
and their now famous cover of Lou 
Reeds’ ‘‘Sweet Jane.’’ But the Junkies 
continued their historical grave- 
robbing by performing Elmore James’ 
“Dust My Broom’’ and Neil Young’s 
“‘Powderfinger,’’ dirgelike, of course. 
(They had played Springsteen’s ‘‘*My 


Ic THEIR ten-song opening, 


_Father’s House” in the early show.) 


The gloomy, funereal mood was fur- 
ther represented by such song titles as 
“To Love is to Bury’’ and ‘‘As Cheap 
as How I Feel.’’ They made early 
Leonard Cohen sound cheery. But 
Timmins sang in a gorgeous, wafting 
voice, sort of like Sandy Denny in 
Morticia drag, and the band played a 
kind of quiet rock that hasn’t been 
heard much beyond Young Marble 
Giants, Jonathan Richman or early 
Dire Straits. It’s hard to imagine the 
Cowboy Junkies playing larger clubs to 
the same effect, but they are probably 
bound for bigger round-ups. They could 
wind up either overdosing on attitude 
or successfully injecting their low- 
keyed sound with some real personality 
and magnetism. &

’VE HAD THIS theory for ages 
that there are certain old rock 
stars who could, at any moment, 
suddenly get good again. You 
know the guys I mean: the ones 
who are so incredibly talented, who don’t 
seem to know a good song from a bad 
one anymore. Rod Stewart is one. Todd 
Rundgren is the other. At any minute, 
I’ve always thought, one or the other of 
those two artists is going to regain his 
senses and start churning out hits. 

So when a rare concert appearance 
by Rundgren was announced recently, 
my brother and I both decided simul- 
taneously it was an event we couldn’t 
miss. ‘‘I’ve never seen Todd before,”’ 
he told me, ‘‘and I really think the 
worst is over.”’ 

That may seem like an odd thing for 
someone who is an avowed lifetime fan 
of an artist to say — unless the artist in 
question is Todd Rundgren, a man 
whose work for the last ten years or so 
has been approached with caution by 
even his more devout followers. 

It’s been more than a decade since 
Todd (calling him ‘‘Rundgren”’ just 
doesn’t sound right, somehow) put out 
Hermit of Mink Hollow, his last decent 
album; and even prior to that release 
he’d been interspersing piercingly great 
solo LPs like Runt and Faithful with 
piercingly horrid albums backed by his 
band Utopia, albums like Ra and Oops 
Wrong Planet (which goes by the nick- 
name of Oops Wrong Album around 
my house.) 

Nonetheless, despite his exceedingly 
spotty output, I am a Todd-head 
through and through (albeit a slightly 
more critical one than is the norm.) 
Something/Anything, his self-made, 
two-sided masterpiece of 1972 ison my 
ten best LPs-ever list, and I still pull out 
A Wizard/A True Star and play it every 
now and again. I’ve seen the guy per- 
form four or five or maybe even six 
times since 1978, and every time I’ve

been won over once more by, well, just 
by him. love Todd. Todd is Godd. It’s 
his albums I can’t stand. 

Todd’s appearance last week was a 
benefit for the Bridge School’s out- 
reach progam (both his and opener 
Paul Kantner’s kids attend the 
school.) Luckily, I was brought up 
to believe that there’s no such thing as a 
bad cause, and since I knew that Todd’s 
new album, his first in four years, was 
set to be released in May, I figured he’d 
be debuting some material and we’d get 
an idea of whether, as Corry said, “‘the 
worst was over,” or in record company 
terms, this LP would really be one that 
counted. 

Although we had some doubts, 
we ended up at the Fillmore, 
enveloped by the alternative universe 
that encompasses Todd fans. You 
know how every now and then you 
stumble into a weird pocket of civili- 
zation that worships different idols? 
“Cult Followings,’’ they’re called, and 
in some ways, they’re all alike, whether 
their Godhead is Todd Rundgren, the 
Cramps or the Grateful Dead. Cult 
crowds can mainly be spotted by their 
universal air of having never been to a 
nightclub: These are people who only 
go out to see this one artist, so they 
don’t have any rock-club savvy at all. 

They also know every word to every 
song, even ones that have yet to be 
released. I generally like cult crowds 
more than ordinary ones because they 
tend to be more knowledgeable and at- 
tentive to what’s going on, but Todd’s 
crowds are a little too indulgent; they 
always cheer his girlfriends, for one 
thing, and Todd has an embarrassing 
habit of letting his girlfriends get on 
stage with him and Do Things. (His 
latest girlfriend, Michelle Grey, led the 
opening band The Big Chill through a 
Zasu-Pitts-like set of Motown songs, 
which was a slight improvement from 
the way his last girlfriend, Karen 
Darbin, used to get on stage and dance 
really lame ballet to “‘Can We Still Be 
Friends.’’) 

So when Todd, backed by an enor- 
mous band that included parts of 


Bourgeois Tagg, opened his set with 
“Real Man”’ off Initiation, and the en- 
tire crowd started singing along 
jubilantly, it didn’t really indicate 
anything except that ‘‘Real Man”’ is 
still a great song, especially with six 
back-up singers all set to simulate the 
heavenly choir of overdubs that swathe 
almost every Todd song worth its salt. 
Todd kept apologizing for the slop- 
piness of the set — a producer’s men- 
tality if ever there was one, because any 
real fan knows that part of the charm of 
seeing things live is hearing them played 
sloppy instead of pristine. 

But all of asudden, the set went from 
sloppy to loose in a few short numbers. 
To my amazement (and incredible 
pleasure, I should add) Todd’s new 
songs sounded great. Not only were 
songs like ‘‘Can’t Stop Running”’ and 
“I Love My Life’”’ “‘Something/ Any- 
thing’’-esque in style and substance 
(they had those long gospel fade-outs 
that abound on that album) but Todd 
himself seemed to be in fine form, frill- 
ing every song with the best blue-eyed 
soul you'll hear this side of Philly (short 
of Alex Chilton, that is.) 

The show was, however, insanely 
short: just eight or nine songs long 
lasting alittle over an hour. (Something 
to do with lack of rehearsal.) But the 
song choice was incredibly propitious: 
no Utopia, no interminable Kasim 
Sultan solos, no guitar-heavy metal. 
Just what Todd dared to term ‘‘my dip- 
py old shit’’: ‘“‘Love of the Common 
Man,”’ ‘‘Just One Victory,’’ (Todd’s 
“‘Rosalita’’?) ‘‘Can We Still Be 
Friends,’ “I Saw The Light,’ “It 
Wouldn’t Have Made Any 
Difference,’ ‘‘Love in Action”’ and, 
for the encore, a song that did 
moderately well for Hall and Oates, 
“Love is the Answer.’’(And a thou- 
sand cheers to Todd for wearing an “‘I 
Am Salman Rushdie’ T-shirt for the 
encore: I think that takes a lot of 
courage.) 

The audience ate it up, like they 
always do, dancing and swaying and

abattoir. It might have been better to 
do away with all ambiguity early on, 
because we can’t distinguish Michael’s 
fantasies from reality as well as he can; 
so unlike the Nightmare on Elm Street 
films in which everything becomes 
scary, Parents lets us shrug it all off 


: _ without working up a good sweat. And 


while it’s always tongue-in-cheek, bor- 
derline amusing, it’s hardly ever laugh- 
out-loud funny. 

Debuting as a director after 20 years 
of acting, Bob Balaban does a techni- 
cally terrific job. Parents looks great 
and gives the ’50s a prime ribbing, but 
it’s too subtle in every way to have 
much effect. 


HE ’BURBSisn’t exactly awful. 
| I can see where the people who 
made it might have thought 
people who live in the suburbs would 
find it funny. Trouble is, it’s mostly 
about adults — writing off the youth 
market — but has such a juvenile sense 
of humor no one above the age of ten 
could laugh at it. But what do I know? 
I’m a city boy. 

Tom Hanks and Carrie Fisher live on 
atypical movie street — appropriately in 
this case, a dead end — with their young 
son and a dog. Bruce Dern and his wife, 
Wendy Schaal, live across the street, 
Gale Gordon lives down the street with 
his poodle and Rick Ducommun lives 
next door to Hanks with his middle- 
weight-metal son Corey Feldman. 

Living on the other side of Hanks for 
the past month have been the Klopeks, 
a mysterious family who only go out at 
night to dig inthe backyard. Hanks and 
the women are happy to mind their own 
business, but Ducommun and Dern 
snoop on the Klopeks around the 
clock, setting up all kinds of would-be 
hilarious situations. 

After a halfhearted attempt to make 
friends with their weird neighbors, the 
guys, convinced the Klopeks have 
killed Gordon, get Hanks to join them 
in breaking into the haunted-looking 
house and digging up the basement. 

Hanks, who got an Oscar nomina- 
tion for the wrong role (he was better in 
Punchline) isin no danger of repeating. 
He has so little impact here he might as 
well not have bothered to show up for 
work. Fisher matches him well as a 
typically boring movie wife. Dern does 
his usual deranged veteran number and 
Ducommun appears to be trying to 
play John Candy with half his weight 
and a smaller fraction of his talent. 
What acting honors there are fall to 
Henry Gibson, Brother Theodore and 
Courtney Gains as the Klopeks. 

Before the not-unexpected final 
twist, there’s a moment of sanity as 
Hanks delivers ‘‘the message’’ about 
not being so quick to judge people, but 
it’s too much to expect this lame com- 
edy to have redeeming social value. It’s 


as funny as crabgrass. 


EARING COREY Feldman 
H wear out the word ‘‘dude”’ in 

The ’Burbs won’t prepare you 
for the dude raunch of Bill and Ted’s 
Excellent Adventure, where it’s used 
even more frequently but with a certain 
antic charm. 

So, like, Bill (Alex Winter) and Ted 
(Keanu Reeves) are these two gnarly 
dudes who want to start a rock band 
(Wyld Stallyns) but don’t know how to 
play. They’re about to flunk history 
because they think ‘“‘Joan of Arc was 
Noah’s wife’’ and ‘‘Marco Polo is a 
water sport.”’ 

Flunking out will mean military 
school in Alaska for Ted, a bogus fateto 
be sure. Their only chance is to ace the 
final oral report tomorrow, in which 
they have to tell how various historical 
figures would view their hometown of 
San Dimas, California, in 1988. 

They’re like, studying at the Circle K 
when Rufus (George Carlin), this Ray 
Walston-ish dude from the future, ar- 
rives in a phone booth/time machine, 
which he loans them for the night. 

Bill and Ted round up Napoleon (‘‘a 
short, dead dude’’), Billy the Kid and 
Socrates rather easily, but have a nar- 
Tow escape (cherchez les babes) from 
medieval England, where they describe 
armor as ‘“‘heavy metal.’’ On a roll, 
they pick up Sigmund Freud, 
Beethoven, Joan of Arc, Genghis Khan 
and Abe Lincoln. It’s nighttime in San 
Dimas but daytime everywhere else in 
history, which may be some kind of 
comment but I doubt it. 

Like a new-wave Abbott and Costello, 
Bill and Ted’s Excellent Adventure is 
fun, pure — in every sense of the word 
— and simple, but deceptively so. An 
obvious ripoff of Back to the Future 
and Time Bandits, it adds some gleeful 
twists to time-travel lore as Bill and Ted 
prove not to be as dumb as we thought. 
After all, as Socrates said, ‘“‘The only 
true wisdom consists in knowing that 
you know nothing.” 

You’ll sit through Bill and Ted’s Ex- 
cellent Adventure thinking, ‘This is so 
stupid, why am I laughing?’’ You 
won’t have an answer, but you’ll havea 
good time. This fun flick doesn’t put 
much ‘“‘art”’ in “‘party,”’ but it’s my nit- 
wit pick of the week. 


HE INVASION of the body- 
switchers ends (I hope, I hope) 
with the worst of the lot. Dream a 
Little Dream is as bad as movies get — at 
least with a cast that includes Jason 
Robards, Piper Laurie and Harry Dean 
Stanton. Because it tries to be bigenera- 
tional, this one also stars Corey Feldman, 
Corey Haim and Meredith Salenger. 

Robards is an intelligent but flaky 
old coot who has the idea that if he can 
enter the dream state he can live forever 
(as Freddy Kruger?). He wants to take 
Laurie, his wife of 36 years, with him. 
Meanwhile, Feldman has a crush on 
Salenger, who is dating his friend 
William McNamara. 

Robards achieves whatever he’s try- 
ing to do just as Salenger’s bike hits 
Feldman in the old man’s yard. The 
oldsters are transferred into the young- 
sters’ bodies. Feldman realizes it but 
Salenger doesn’t; if he can’t connect 
with her, Robards will lose Laurie 
forever. It doesn’t make sense in the 
movie either, and since we don’t under- 
stand what has happened we don’t un- 
derstand what has to happen, and we 
sure as hell don’t care. 

To make matters worse, Feldman, 
who has the leading role in terms of 
screen time, is easily the most obnox- 
ious and unappealing actor of his 
generation — and it’s starting to rub 
off on Haim, who’s made two other 
movies with him. 

The soundtrack includes token of- 
ferings by Sinatra and Torme amid the 
pop stuff, but Robards and Laurie do 
their romantic montage to a heavy 
metal background. The album will be 
better than the film, which is an early 
front-runner fortheyear’s worst. &
